Mr.  McCall  made  a  motion — 

That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  proceed 
to  the  State  House,  and  obtain  from  the  Judges  of  the  Gene- 
ral Election,  the  returns  of  the  election  for  the  office  of 
Common  Council. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Whereupon,  the  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  McCall,  Corbit, 
and  Boswell,  on  the  Committee. 

After  a  short  time,  the  Committee  returned  and  handed 
to  the  Chair  the  Return  of  the  Election  for  Common  Coun- 
cil, which  was  read,  and  it  is  in  the  order  and  figures  follow- 
ing, to  wit :

After  a  short  time,  the  Mayor  was  introduced  into  the 
Chamber  by  the  Committee,  and  thereupon  administered 
the  oath  or  affirmation  of  office  to  the  members  elect  present, 
and  he  then  withdrew  attended  by  the  same  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hagert —

The  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  Hagert  and  Poulson,  Tellers. 

Who  having  collected  and  counted  the  votes,  reported 
that  nineteen  votes  had  been  received — of  which 

Samuel  Norris,  Esq.  had  18 

Isaac  Barton,  Esq.  had  1 

Whereupon,  SAMUEL  NORRIS,  Esq.  was  declared  to 
have  been  duly  elected  President. 

The  President  then  took  the  Chair. 
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And  on  motion  of  Mr.  Snowden — 

Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Clerk. 

Whereupon,  Messrs.  Snowden  and  Corbit  were  appoint- 
ed Tellers — who,  after  collecting  and  counting  the  votes, 
reported  to  the  President — who  declared  that  Henry  Hel- 
muth,  having  received  nineteen  votes,  was  duly  elected 
Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McCall— 

Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Messenger. 

Whereupon,  Messrs.  McCall  and  Corbit  were  appointed 
Tellers — who,  after  collecting  and  counting  the  votes,  re- 
ported to  the  President — who  declared  that  William 
Daugherty,  having  received  nineteen  votes,  was  duly 
elected  Messenger. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McCall— 

Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Printer  and 
Stationer  to  Council. 

Whereupon,  Messrs.  McCall  and  Barton  were  appointed 
Tellers — who,  after  collecting  and  counting  the  votes,  re- 
ported to  the  President — who  declared  that  Lydia  R. 
Bailey,  having  received  nineteen  votes,  was  duly  elected 
Printer.

(noon)  to  open  and  publish  the  Returns  of  the  late  Election 
for  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consid- 
eration of  the  same.

Mr.  Repplier  offered  the  following —

to  take  charge  of  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  late  Coun- 
cil, and  report  on  the  same  at  the  next  Stated  Meeting. 

Which  was  read. 
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On  motion — 

Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consid- 
eration of  the  same. 

When  it  was  agreed  to. 

On  this  Committee  the  President  appointed

Mr.  Corbit  made  a  motion,  and  it  was  so  ordered, — 

That  the  Select  Council  be  informed,  that  Common 
Council  are  ready  to  receive  them  in  their  Chamber,  in 
Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  publishing  the 
Returns  of  the  Election  for  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. 

After  a  short  time,  the  President,  Clerk,  and  Members  of 
the  Select  Council  entered — being  seated, 
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The  President  of  the  Select  Council  anounced  the  ohject 
of  the  Convention,  and  handed  to  the  Clerk  the  Returns  of 
the  Election  for  Mayor. 

Which  being  read,  it  appeared  that  John  M.  Scott,  Esq., 
had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  polled  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  for  that  Office. 

Whereupon,  John  M.  Scott  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  ensuing  year — 
and 

Ordered,  That  the  said  returns  be  filed  among  the  records 
of  Councils. 

Mr.  Wetherill  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
wait  upon  the  Mayor  elect,  and  inform  him  of  his  election, 
and  request  him  to  attend  in  the  Chamber  of  Common  Coun- 
cil, to  take  the  oath  of  office. 

Which  was  twice  read  and  agreed  to. 

Messrs.  Wetherill-  and  Barton  were  appointed  said  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Snowden  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
wait  on  the  Recorder,  and  request  him  to  attend  in  the 
Chamber  of  Common  Council,  to  administer  the  oath  of  office 
to  the  Mayor  elect. 

Which  was  twice  read  and  agreed  to. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Snowden  and  Chandler 
to  be  said  Committee. 

After  some  time,  the  Committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the 
Mayor  elect,  returned,  and  introduced  John  M.  Scott,  the 
Mayor  elect,  who  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  office, 
which  was  administered  to  him  by  Richard  Vaux,  the  Re- 
corder of  the  City. 

The  Convention  was  then  dissolved,  and  the  Select  Coun- 
cil retired.

Which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Repplier,  offered  the  following — 

Resolved,  That  the  invitation  be  accepted,  and  that 
when  Councils  adjourn,  they  adjourn  to  meet  at  their  Cham- 
bers on  Saturday  afternoon  next,  at  3|  o'clock,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  attending  the  Exhibition  of  American  Manufactures 
at  the  Museum.

The  first  and  only  Section  was  agreed  to. 

The  Title  was  agreed  to. 

And  the  Bill  ordered  to  be  prepared  for  a  third  reading. 
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It   was   then,   by  special   order,  read   a  third   time  and 
passed. 

Select  Council  concurred. 

On  motion — 

Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consid- 
eration of  the  second  Bill  annexed  to  the  Report. 

The  first  Section  was  agreed  to. 

The  second  Section  was  agreed  to. 

The  Title  was  agreed  to. 

And  the  Bill  ordered  to  be  prepared  for  a  third  reading. 

It  was  then,  by  special  order,  read  a  third  time  and 
passed. 

Select  Council  concurred. 

Mr.  Corbit  offered  the  following — 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways 
be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  Petition 
relative  to  the  grade  of  the  street  on  the  south  side  of  Wash- 
ington square,  and  for  draining  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of 
Prune  street,  and  Walnut  and  Fifth  streets. 

Which  was  twice  read  and  passed. 
Select  Council  concurred. 

Mr.  Repplier — 

From  the  Committee  on  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the 
late  Council,  made  a  Report,  (Appendix,  No.  2)  with  the 
iollowing  Resolution  annexed,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  re-organizing  the  Police  of 
the  City,  be  referred  to  a  Joint  Special  Committee  of  four 
members  from  each  Council,  to  inquire  and  report. 

Which  was  twice  read  and  passed. 
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The  President  appointed  on  this  Committee — 

Messrs.  Barton,  Repplier,  Davis  and  McCall,  on  the 
part  of  Common  Council. 

Select  Council  concurred,  and  appointed — 

Messrs.  Trucks,  Gilpin,  Humphreys  and  Roberts,  on 
the  part  of  Select  Council. 


A  message  from  Select  Council — 

Informed,  that  they  had  received  a  Petition,  relative 
to  the  repaving  of  Goodwin's  alley — which  they  had  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways,  with  power  to 
act. 

Which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table. 


Another  message — 

Informed,  that  Select  Council  had  passed  a  Preamble 
and  Resolution,  to  wit: 

Whereas,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  been  at  a  great  ex- 
pense, and  incurred  a  heavy  debt  by  the  introduction  of  a 
copious  supply  of  pure  water  from  the  river  Schuylkill  into 
the  City;  and  whereas  it  is  essential  to  the  health  and  com- 
fort of  the  citizens  and  the  prosperity  of  the  City,  that  the 
water  used  for  culinary  and  other  domestic  purposes,  should 
be  free  from  all  impurities;  and  whereas  the  possession  by 
the  City  of  the  Lemon  Hill  Estate,  may  prove  the  means  of 
more  effectually  protecting  the  Basin  at  Fairmount  from  the 
introduction  of  substances  more  or  less  prejudicial  to  the 
community;  and  whereas  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  Councils, 
as  the  guardians  of  the  City  interests,  to  pursue  all  proper 
means  to  protect  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants, 
be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  Joint  Committee,  to  consist  of  five 
members  from  each  Council,  be  appointed,  with  authority 
to  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  City,  at  either  public  or  private 
sale,  and  on  the  best  terms  they  can  obtain,  the  property  on 
the  river  Schuylkill,  above  the  Water  Works,  known  as  the 
Lemon  Hill  Estate, — Provided,  it  can  be  obtained  on  such 
terms  as  they  may  deem  equitable  and  just. 
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And  had  appointed — 

Messrs.  Cope,  Wetherill,  Chandler,  Scull  and  Gilpin 
the  Committee  on  the  part  of  Select  Council. 

Which  was  read. 

On  motion — 

Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consid- 
eration of  the  Resolution. 

And  being  under  consideration, 
Mr.  Hagert  made  a  motion — 

That  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject  be  post- 
poned, and  the  Resolution  laid  on  the  table. 

Which  was  not  agreed  to. 

And  on  the  question — 

Will  Council  agree  to  the  Resolution? 

The  yeas  and  nays  were  required,  and  were  as  follows, 
to  wit:

tricts with  Schuylkill  water,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  contract,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  supply  said  Dis- 
tricts with  Schuylkill  water,  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions,  viz: 

The  existing  agreements  between  the  City  and  the  Dis- 
tricts of  Spring  Garden  and  the  Northern  Liberties  to  be 
modified  in  the  following  particulars: 

1st.  The  water  rents  of  all  the  Districts  shall  be  assessed 
at  the  present  city  rates,  except  that  houses  having  but  one 
room  on  a  floor  shall  be  charged  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  annum,  provided  they  do  not  use  the  water  for  bath 
houses. 

2nd.  If  at  any  time  hereafter  any  reduction  is  made  in 
the  city  rates,  a  similar  reduction  shall  be  made  in  all  the 
Districts,  and  at  no  time  shall  the  District  assessments  be 
raised  above  the  present  city  rates.

The  high  portions  of  the  Districts 
to  he  designated  hy  a  survey  to  be  made — and  all  water 
takers  in  those  Districts,  thirty  feet  below  the  top  water 
level  of  Fairmount  Reservoirs,  to  be  supplied  from  those 
Reservoirs. 

41  h.  The  Districts  to  complete  of  the  requisite  size,  un- 
der the  superintendance  of  such  person  as  shall  be  designat- 
ed by  the  City,  for  that  purpose,  the  Reservoir  now  in  pro- 
gress. The  City  to  be  at  the  whole  expense  of  keeping  a 
full  supply  of  Schuylkill  water  therein  at  all  times,  unless 
prevented  from  doing  so  by  unavoidable  accident  or  de- 
ficiency of  water,  and  to  pay  to  the  Districts  of  the  North- 
ern Liberties  and  Spring  Garden,  five  per  cent,  interest  an- 
nually on  the  entire  cost  of  purchase  money  of  site  for  said 
Reservoir,  and  erecting  the  same,  together  with  all  taxes 
excepting  those  which  might  be  levied  by  the  District  of 
Spring  Garden,  that  may  be  assessed  on  said  Reservoir  and 
site,  and  also  to  repair  said  Reservoir,  if  it  shall  be  necessa- 
ry, so  long  as  the  City  shall  continue  to  use  it  for  the  sup- 
ply of  said  Districts.

Mayland  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  the  name  of  Sassafras  alley,  running  from  Sassafras 
to  Vine  streets,  between  Delaware  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets, 
be  changed  to  Mayland  street. 

An  Ordinance  relating  to  Water  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  John  Rhea 
Barton,  in  right  of  his  wife  Susan  R.  Barton,  late  Rotch, 
James  Rush,  in  right  of  his  wife  Phoebe  Ann  Rush,  and 
John  J.  Ridgway,  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars,  which 
they  have  agreed  to  accept  as  compensation  for  injury  done 
their  property,  situate  on  Water  street,  at  the  distance  of 
seventy-five  feet,  more  or  less,  southward  from  the  south 
line  of  Sassafras  street,  and  containing  in  front  or  breadth 
on  said  Water  street,  eighty  feet  five  inches,  more  or  less, 
by  taking  a  portion  thereof  for  increasing  the  width  of  Water 
street. 

Section  2.  That  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars,  out 
of  the  income  of  the  fund  appropriated  under  the  twenty- 
second  item  of  the  Will  of  Stephen  Girard,  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  eastern  front  of  the  City  and  Delaware 
Avenue,  be  appropriated  to  the  expense  of  carrying  into  ef- 
fect this  Ordinance  :  to  be  paid  in  the  manner  that  appro- 
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priations  for  Delaware  Avenue  are  directed  to  be  paid  in 
the  several  Ordinances  relating  thereto. 


APPENDIX,  No.  II.

The  Committee  on  the  unfinished  business  of  the  late

That  they  have  examined  the  Journal  of  the  Council,  and

APPENDIX,  No.  III. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways  report — 
That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  several  peti- 
tions referred  to  them  by  Councils,  and  in  relation  to  the 
petition  to  pave  Walnut  street,  from  Fourth  to  Sixth  street, 
"  with  cubical  blocks  of  stone,"  they  deem  it  advisable  at 
this  time  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  paving 
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these  two  squares — the  one  in  Walnut  street  opposite  the 
Independence  Square,  from  Fifth  to  Sixth  street,  with  blocks 
of  hammered  stone,  in  the  manner  that  the  corresponding 
square  in  Chestnut  street  is  now  paved.  Your  committee 
feel  that  they  have  good  reason  to  be  pleased  with  the  ex- 
periment made  in  Chestnut  street,  and  believe  that  this 
mode  of  paving,  although  more  costly  in  the  first  outlay, 
will  eventually  prove  the  most  economical,  and  will  be  found 
more  entirely  than  any  other  mode  of  pavement  heretofore 
adopted,  "to  combine  stability  and  moderate  smoothness  of 
surface  with  facility  of  removal  and  replacement,  and  be  as 
free  as  possible  from  noise  and  dust" — the  great  requisites 
for  a  thoroughfare  in  a  populous  city. 

The  other  square  in  Walnut  street  from  Fourth  to  Fifth 
street,  your  committee  recommend  should  be  paved  with 
stone  tramways,  combined  with  pebble  pavement,  in  the 
manner  strongly  approved  in  the  report  of  the  Franklin  In- 
stitute. This  method  of  paving,  whilst  not  so  expensive  as 
that  with  hammered  blocks  of  stone,  possesses  some  advan- 
tages, particularly  for  those  streets  where  the  amount  of 
travel  is  not  so  great.  By  placing  the  two  modes  of  paving 
thus  in  connection  in  this  part  of  the  city,  it  will  afford  a 
fair  opportunity  of  testing  the  respective  merits  of  these 
methods. 

Your  committee  have  also  considered  the  application  to 
repave  Zachary's  court,  and  report  a  resolution  directing  the 
owners  to  curb  and  pave  the  same. 

They  have  also  considered  the  petition  to  pave  the  twenty 
feet  wide  street,  179  feet  east  of  Sixth  street,  extending  from 
Prune  street  to  Adelphi  street,  and  deem  it  proper  that  it 
should  be  paved. 

In  regard  to  the  petition  to  grade  and  repave  Goodwin's 
alley,  which  was  referred  to  this  committee  with  power  to 
act — they  report,  that  the  petitioners  made  between  them- 
selves an  arrangement  which  rendered  any  further  action  on 
the  petition  unnecessary. 

Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  subject 
of  a  supply  of  curb,  flag  and  gutter  stone  for  the  service  of 
the  city  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  are  of  opinion,  that  these 
articles  could  be  obtained  on  better  terms  at  this  season  by 
advertising  for  proposals  for  supplying  the  same,  than  if 
allowed  to  lay  over  until  spring,  or  if  contracted  for  only  at 
the  times  they  are  wanted  for  immediate  use,  and  have  there- 
fore reported  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Commissioners,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways,  be  and  they  are 
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hereby  instructed,  to  cause  Walnut  street,  between  Delaware 
Fifth  and  Sixth  streets,  to  be  paved  with  blocks  of  hammer- 
ed stone,  and  Walnut  street,  between  Delaware  Fourth  and 
Fifth  streets,  to  be  paved  with  pebbles  and  a  double  row  of 
stone  tramways;  to  be  laid  as  early  in  the  ensuing  year  as 
the  weather  will  permit;  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  con- 
tract for  the  materials  immediately. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Commissioners,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways,  be  instructed  to 
cause  the  twenty  feet  wide  street  running  north  from  Prune 
street  to  Adelphi  street,  between  Delaware  Fifth  and  Sixth 
streets,  to  be  regulated,  curbed  and  paved. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Commissioners  be  directed  to 
notify  the  owners  of  property  on  Zachary's  court,  running 
north  from  Walnut,  east  of  Delaware  Second  street,  to  have 
the  same  regulated,  curbed  and  paved. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Commissioners,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways,  be  authorized  to 
advertise  for  proposals  and  to  contract  for  the  necessary  sup- 
ply of  curb,  flag  and  gutter  stone,  for  the  service  of  the  city 
for  the  ensuing  year.

APPENDIX,  No.  IV. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  9th  ult.  to  confer  with 
"  such  committees  as  the  Commissioners  of  the  Districts  of 
Spring  Garden  and  of  the  Northern  Liberties  may  appoint" 
in  relation  to  supplying  those  districts  with  Schuylkill  wa- 
ter, beg  leave  in  part  to 

REPORT : 

That  two  interviews  have  taken  place  between  your  com- 
mittee and  a  committee  from  each  of  the  districts  named, 
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and  that  on  the  latter  occasion  your  committee  submitted  to 
them  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils)  the  following  propositions — viz. : 

"The  existing  agreements  between  the  city  and  the  dis- 
tricts of  Spring  Garden  and  the  Northern  Liberties  to  be 
modified  in  the  following  particulars: 

"1st.  That  water  rents  of  all  the  districts  shall  be  assess- 
ed at  the  present  city  rates:  except  that  houses  having  but 
one  room  on  a  floor  shall  be  charged  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  per  annum,  provided  they  do  not  use  the  water  for 
bath  houses. 

"2d.  If  at  any  time  hereafter  any  reduction  is  made  in  the 
city  rates,  a  similar  reduction  shall  be  made  to  all  the  dis- 
tricts:  and  at  no  time  shall  the  district  assessments  be  raised 
above  the  present  city  rates. 

"3d.  The  city  to  supply  the  high  portions  of  the  districts 
of  Spring  Garden  and  the  Northern  Liberties  from  the  re- 
servoir now  being  erected  by  them,  they  furnishing  the 
pipes  of  conduit  therefrom  ;  the  high  portions  of  the  districts 
to  be  designated  by  a  survey  to  be  made ;  and  all  water 
takers  in  those  districts  thirty  feet  below  the  top  water  level 
of  Fairmount  reservoir  to  be  supplied  from  that  reservoir. 

"4th.  The  city  to  remunerate  the  districts  of  Spring  Gar- 
den and  the  Northern  Liberties  for  any  expense  they  have 
incurred  in  the  purchase  of  the  ground  where  they  are  now 
constructing  a  reservoir,  and  in  constructing  the  same  so  far 
as  they  have  progressed  therewith ;  unless  an  arrangement 
shall  be  made  by  which  the  same  shall  be  completed  by  the 
districts,  in  which  case  the  city  to  pay  to  them  the  cost  of 
its  entire  construction. 

"5th.  The  arrangement  now  proposed  to  continue  in 
force  such  length  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  not  less 
than  ten  years." 

Neither  of  the  committees  from  the  districts  being,  in 
their  opinion,  invested  with  authority  to  act  definitively 
upon  this  proposition  ;  both,  however,  expressed  a  desire  to 
submit  it  to  their  respective  Boards  of  Commissioners,  to 
which  your  committee  assented ;  with  the  understanding, 
that  action  would  be  taken  by  those  bodies  at  an  early  day 
upon  it,  and  the  result  made  known  to  your  committee. 

But  a  few  days  having  elapsed  since  the  last  interview 
with  the  committees  of  the  districts,  and  no  information  from 
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them  having  reached  your  committee,  they  respectfully  ask 

to  be  continued.

APPENDIX,  No.  V. 

An   Ordinance,  providing  for  the  removal   from  the  foot 
pavements  of  snow,  hail,  sleet  and  ice. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citi- 
zens of  Philadelphia  in  Select  and  Common  Councils 
assembled,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  per- 
son, incorporated  society,  or  public  institution,  using  or  oc- 
cupying in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  any 
house,  store,  shop,  stable,  or  tenement  of  any  kind,  and  of 
persons  having  charge  of  churches  and  public  buildings  of 
every  description,  and  of  owners  of  unoccupied  houses,  sit- 
uate on  any  paved  street  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  re- 
move or  cause  to  be  removed  from  the  foot  pavement  in 
front  of  the  same,  any  snow,  hail,  sleet,  or  ice,  within  six 
working  hours  after  the  same  may  have  ceased  to  fall  or  be 
formed  thereon,  unless  the  same  be  so  congealed  that  it  can- 
not be  removed  without  injury  to  the  said  pavement;  and 
whenever  that  is  the  case,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  strewed 
with  ashes,  sand,  or  other  proper  material,  to  enable  persons 
to  walk  with  safety  thereon;  under  a  penalty  for  any  ne- 
glect in  the  premises,  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  like 
manner  as  penalties  are  by  law  recovered. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Commissioner  on  City  Property,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee  on  City  Property,  to  remove  or  cause  to  be 
removed  in  like  manner,  the  snow,  hail,  sleet,  or  ice,  from 
the  foot  pavement  in  front  of  the  State-house  and  public 
buildings  in  Chestnut  street,  and  in  front  of  the  public 
squares  and  unoccupied  houses  belonging  to  the  Corporation 
situated  east  of  Delaware  Eighth  street;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Agent  of  the  Girard  Estates,  under  the  direction 
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of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Girard  Estates,  to  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed  in  like  manner,  all  snow,  hail,  sleet,  or 
ice,  from  the  foot  pavements  in  front  of  all  unoccupied  houses 
belonging  to  the  Girard  Trust,  within  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia. 


APPENDIX,  No.  VI. 

An  Ordinance,  changing  the  time  from  which  annual  ap- 
pointments made  by  the  Mayor  shall  take  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  fyc.  That  all  appointments 
directed  by  existing  ordinances  to  be  made  annually  by  the 
Mayor,  shall  hereafter  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  March  in 
each  and  every  year,  or,  if  that  day  comes  on  Sunday,  then 
on  the  preceding  day,  but  to  take  effect  from  the  said  first 
day  of  March. 

Sect.  2.  That  in  order  to  supply  all  vacancies  occur- 
ring at  the  expiration  of  the  current  year,  by  reason  of  the 
first  section  of  this  ordinance,  the  Mayor  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  fill  the  same  by  appointments  to 
expire  on  the  first  of  March  next  ensuing. 

Sect.  3.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  is  hereby  al- 
tered or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 


APPENDIX,  No.  VII. 

An  Ordinance  relating  to  Delaware  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Girard  Estates  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  for  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia, the  sum  of  one  thousand  and  forty  dollars,  being  the 
amount  of  damages  awarded  to  them  for  injury  done  their 
corporate  estate  at  the  north-west  corner  of  Delaware  avenue 
and  Sassafras  street,  by  the  opening  of  Delaware  avenue. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and  forty  dollars 
out  of  the  income  of  the  fund  appropriated  under  the  22nd 
item  of  the  will  of  Stephen  Girard,  for  the  improvement  of 
the  eastern  front  of  the  city  and  Delaware  avenue,  be  appro- 
priated to  carrying  into  effect  this  ordinance.

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways  submit  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  and  ask  its  adoption.

APPENDIX,  No.  XIII. 

The  Joint  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
subject  of  the  re-organization  of  the  Fire  Department, 

REPORT: 

That  they  have  considered  the  subject  referred  to  them 
with  a  due  sense  of  its  importance  and  its  difficulty.  The 
necessity  of  some  reform  in  the  organization  of  the  fire 
companies  is  too  apparent  to  need  any  argument.  The  nu- 
merous and  alarming  riots  which  have  taken  place  among 
the  firemen,  have  aroused  the  attention  and  awakened  the 
solicitude  of  every  sober  and  reflecting  citizen.  It  was  at 
first  supposed  that  these  affrays  were  only  momentary  ebul- 
litions, that  would  die  away  of  themselves:  but  this  expec- 
tation has  not  been  realized.  Firemen's  riots  have  gone  on 
increasing  in  number  and  in  outrage.  The  public  highways 
have  been  made  the  scenes  of  hostile  and  even  bloody  en- 
counters. The  spirit  of  disorder,  grown  bold  by  impunity, 
and  strong  with  success,  has  openly  set  the  law  at  defiance, 
till  it  has  become  a  question  whether  law  or  disorder  shall 
prevail.     This  question   can    admit  of   but  one    answer  in 
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every  civilized  community.  The  laws  must  be  preserved; 
their  supremacy  must  be  maintained.  The  citizens  expect, 
and  expect  with  reason,  that  they  shall  be  protected  in  the 
quiet  and  peaceful  enjoyment  of  their  rights,  and  that  their 
persons  and  their  property  shall  be  secured  alike  from  at- 
tack and  from  alarm.  Upon  the  subject  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment they  have  spoken  in  a  manner  not  to  be  misunder- 
stood. They  require  from  Councils  that  it  shall  be  placed 
upon  such  a  footing  as  will  effectually  guard  them  from  a 
recurrence  of  scenes  which  have  disgraced  the  firemen  and 
thrown  a  stain  on  the  character  of  our  city. 

What  measures  are  necessary  for  this  object,  it  will  re- 
main for  Councils  1o  decide  and  to  adopt.  With  them  rests 
ample  authority  to  pass  whatever  ordinances  they  may 
think  proper  for  the  preservation  of  good  order  and  the  pub- 
lic welfare.  Their  powers  in  this  respect  are  not  restrained 
by  any  franchises  belonging  to  the  fire  companies.  They 
are,  and  in  the  nature  of  things  must  be,  paramount  to  the 
rights  of  any  individuals,  or  associations  of  individuals,  and 
are  fully  adequate  to  the  occasion. 

In  considering  the  remedy  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the 
present  mischiefs,  it  is  obvious  that  one  of  two  things  is  to 
be  done.  Either  the  voluntary  system  is  to  be  retained  with 
such  restraints  as  the  public  good  may  require:  or  it  must 
be  done  away  with  altogether,  and  the  Fire  Department  be 
placed  under  the  entire  control  of  the  municipal  authorities. 

There  are  undoubtedly  many  and  cogent  arguments  in 
favour  of  the  latter  system,  which  is  recommended  by  the 
experience  of  some  of  the  great  cities  of  Europe,  and  by  the 
example  of  Boston,  where  it  has  been  in  successful  operation 
for  more  than  six  years.  The  extinguishment  of  fires  seems 
to  be  a  very  proper  subject  for  police  administration,  and 
there  is  perhaps  no  greater  propriety  in  entrusting  it  to  the 
uncontrolled  exertions  of  volunteers,  than  for  confiding  the 
apprehension  of  offenders  against  the  laws,  the  removal  of 
nuisances,  and  other  matters  affecting  the  general  health  or 
security  of  the  citizens,  to  voluntary  effort.  Your  Commit- 
tee believe  that  a  Fire  Department,  under  the  entire  control 
of  the  municipal  authorities,  possesses  advantages  which  no 
volunteer  system  can  possess.  And  this,  whether  we  regard 
the  general  security  from  turbulence  and  riots,  the  discipline 
and  order  which  are  essential  at  the  time  of  fires,  or  the 
public  morals,  which  cannot  fail  to  be  injuriously  affected  by 
the  temptations  to  irregularity  and  excess  which  are  inci- 
dent, in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  to  every  volunteer  system. 
It  is  therefore  much  to  be  doubted  whether  in  a  large  and 
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populous  community,  any  volunteer  system  will  be  found  to 
be  thoroughly  efficient  and  free  from  objections. 

But  while  your  committee  believe  a  Fire  Department 
under  the  entire  control  of  the  city  to  be  the  best,  it  may 
be  doubted  whether,  under  present  circumstances,  it  is 
expedient  to  attempt  it.  Our  fire  companies  have  always 
been  purely  voluntary  associations,  and  they  are  the  owners 
of  all  the  fire  apparatus  now  used  in  the  city.  They  were  at 
first  composed  of  the  most  respectable  citizens,  whose  pub- 
lic spirit  and  philanthropy  prompted  them  to  the  duty,  and 
they  have  at  all  times  numbered  on  their  rolls  many  indi- 
viduals of  high  character.  Their  disinterested  and  generous 
devotion  to  the  public  good,  and  their  efficiency  in  the  hour 
of  trial,  have  often  been  the  subject  of  well  merited  eulogy. 
Abuses  have  crept  into  some  of  these  associations,  and  the 
turbulent  and  outrageous  conduct  of  some  of  their  members 
have  brought  the  whole  system  into  disrepute.  But  it  is 
believed  that  the  respectable  portion  of  the  firemen,  which 
we  are  happy  to  think  is  a  very  large  portion,  are  disgusted 
with  the  outrages  that  have  occurred,  and  are  sincerely  de- 
sirous of  adopting  measures  that  may  prevent  their  recur- 
rence, and  restore  the  character  of  their  associations  to  its 
former  high  position.  And  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  who 
are  conversant  with  the  subject,  that  the  great  object  which 
Councils  have  in  view,  the  security  of  the  citizens  from  out- 
breaks of  violence,  may  be  attained  without  an  entire  revo- 
lution in  the  organization  of  the  fire  companies. 

In  considering  the  subject,  the  expense  of  supporting  a 
Fire  Department  belonging  to  the  corporation,  is  not  to  be 
overlooked.  It  is  supposed  that  the  cost  of  maintaining  a 
corps  of  firemen  adequate  to  the  wants  of  our  population, 
would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $35,000  per  annum.  This 
is  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  apparatus,  engine  and  hose 
houses,  of  which  the  city  is  entirely  destitute.  Your  com- 
mittee is  far  from  saying  that  the  expense  of  a  city  Fire 
Department  would  be  an  insuperable  objection  to  it,  if  it 
should  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  suppression  of  riots  and 
the  preservation  of  peace.  It  would  be  a  miserable  economy 
indeed,  or  rather  the  most  wasteful  extravagance,  which 
would  permit  anarchy  to  triumph,  under  the  plea  of  want  of 
means  to  put  it  down. 

Under  a  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  however,  we  are 
inclined  to  think  it  may  be  most  expedient  to  give  the  pre- 
sent system,  with  modifications  and  restrictions,  a  fair  trial. 
If  after  all  it  shall  be  found  that  the  public  peace  is  still  dis- 
turbed by  riots  and  disorders  among  the  firemen,  no  other 
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course  will  remain  but  for  Councils  to  take  the  business  into 
their  own  hands,  at  all  hazards  and  at  any  cost. 

In  examining  the  causes  of  the  mischiefs  complained  of 
with  a  view  to  apply  the  remedy,  your  committee  are  in- 
duced to  believe  the  following  the  most  prominent: 

1st.  The  spirit  of  rivalry  between  different  companies, 
which  although  it  is  a  strong  incentive  to  noble  action,  is 
likewise  the  fruitful  source  of  evil.  Two  companies  strive 
to  pass  each  other;  ill  feeling  is  excited;  high  words  ensue, 
then  blows,  and  at  last  a  general  battle.  It  has  frequently 
been  a  matter  of  ambition  among  companies,  which  should 
make  the  greatest  number  of  attachments  to  fire  plugs  with- 
out leading  on  the  first  attachment  to  the  fire;  and  serious 
difficulties  have  grown  out  of  this  pernicious  practice.  It  is 
impossible  here  to  trace  out  all  the  ramifications  of  disorder 
growing  out  of  this  inordinate  spirit  of  rivalry,  which  has 
in  too  many  instances  degenerated  into  factious  hostility. 

2nd.  The  admission  of  minors  into  the  companies,  and  in 
too  many  cases  of  reckless  individuals  destitute  of  the  moral 
qualifications  requisite  for  good  citizens. 

3rd.  The  excessive  number  of  the  members  of  some  of 
the  companies,  and  the  swelling  of  their  ranks  by  the  ad- 
mission of  contributing  members.  By  a  reference  to  the  last 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Legacies  and  Trusts,  it  will  ap- 
pear that  in  the  13  engine  companies  and  16  hose  companies 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  there  were  1442 'active  mem- 
bers; 953  contributing  members,  and  1186  honorary  mem- 
bers; making  an  aggregate  of  3581.  Of  these  the  Western 
Hose  Company  had  135  active  members;  the  Hibernia  En- 
gine Company  110,  and  the  Good  Will  124  active  members. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  admission  of 
more  members  than  is  necessary  for  the  efficient  manage- 
ment of  the  apparatus,  and  particularly  the  practice  of  ad- 
mitting contributing  members,  is  fraught  with  mischief. 
Each  company  ought  to  have  enough  members  to  fully  man 
the  apparatus,  and  no  more;  and  persons  not  belonging  to 
the  companies  ought,  as  a  general  rule,  to  be  prohibited 
from  interfering. 

4th.  In  looking  into  the  facts,  it  appeared  that  most  of  the 
disturbances  had  arisen  from  the  collision  of  companies  be- 
longing to  different  districts.  The  city  has  on  more  than 
one  occasion  been  made  the  battle  ground  for  settling  their 
disputes.  It  seemed,  therefore,  a  matter  of  primary  impor- 
tance to  district  the  fire  companies,  and  to  confine  their 
operations  to  their  respective  districts,  except  in  cases  of 
emergency. 
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Upon  this  point  it  was  absolutely  necessary,  and  upon 
others  it  was  highly  desirable,  that  there  should  be  unity  of 
action  between  the  city  and  the  adjoining  districts. 

Your  committee,  under  the  authority  conferred  upon 
them,  had  several  conferences  with  the  committees  appoint- 
ed by  the  districts  of  Kensington,  the  Northern  Liberties, 
Spring  Garden,  Moyamensing  and  South wark,  with  a  view 
to  a  more  efficient  re-organization  of  the  Fire  Department. 
An  unanimit}^  of  opinion  prevailed  among  the  Committees, 
in  their  conference,  in  regard  to  the  expediency  of  dividing 
the  city  and  adjoining  districts  into  three  Fire  Districts, 
and  of  confining  the  operations  of  the  fire  companies  to  the 
respective  districts  in  which  their  apparatus  is  located,  ex- 
cept in  particular  cases  of  fires  occurring  on  the  borders  of 
adjoining  districts,  or  emergencies  requiring  a  greater  force 
than  any  one  district  might  possess.  The  committees  de- 
sirous of  effecting,  if  possible,  a  harmony  of  action  upon 
this  important  subject  among  all  the  districts,  expressed 
their  opinions  upon  several  other  points  connected  with  a 
reform  of  the  Fire  Department.  The  result  of  their  delib- 
erations was  embodied  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance,  here- 
with returned,  which  they  recommended  to  the  several 
committees  to  be  reported  to  their  constituent  bodies  for 
adoption.  It  could  of  course  be  nothing  more  than  a  recom- 
mendation, the  committees  being  invested  with  no  other 
powers  than  those  of  conference,  each  district  being  at  lib- 
erty to  reject  altogether  or  to  modify  as  they  may  think 
proper,  any  or  all  of  these  suggestions,  and  to  establish  such 
further  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Your  committee  concur  in  directing  the  attention  of 
Councils  to  the  provisions  of  the  9th  section  of  the  propos- 
ed ordinance,  establishing  a  Board  of  Engineers,  to  be  com- 
posed of  one  member  from  each  company.  We  are  strong- 
ly impressed  with  the  necessity  of  having  an  efficient  Board 
of  Engineers,  who  shall  have  the  supervision  and  control  of 
the  fire  companies  during  fires.  It  is  believed  that  for 
want  of  such  control,  there  is  often  an  unnecessary  destruc- 
tion of  property;  for  experience  shows  that  more  ravages 
are  frequently  committed  through  the  injudicious  waste  of 
water,  than  by  the  tire  itself.  An  objection  to  the  plan 
proposed  is  the  want  of  control  over  the  Engineers  them- 
selves. We  have  29  fire  companies  in  the  city  proper,  and  if 
each  company  were  to  have  its  own  engineer,  independent 
of  the  others,  it  would  present  the  singular  spectacle  of  29 
heads  to  one  body.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that 
the  supervision  and  control  at  fires  ought  to  be  entrusted  to 
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one  responsible  person,  with  a  sufficient  number  of  assistants, 
and  that  these  officers  should  be  responsible  to  the  city  au- 
thorities for  the  proper  execution  of  their  duties.  They 
propose  to  report  on  this  as  well  as  on  some  other  matters 
connected  with  the  general  subject  at  an  early  period.  But 
as  it  is  desirable  that  the  City  and  Districts  should,  without 
delay,  enact  the  necessary  ordinances  for  carrying  out  those 
provisions  in  which  they  concur,  the  Committee  now  report 
in  part,  recommending  the  passage  of  the  annexed  Ordinance, 
and  beg  leave  to  be  continued.

An  Ordinance  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Whereas,  the  riots  and  outrages  that  have  lately  been 
committed  by  some  of  the  Fire  Companies,  to  the  disgrace  of 
their  perpetrators,  and  the  subversion  of  peace  and  good  or- 
der in  the  community,  call  loudly  for  such  a  re-organization 
of  the  Fire  Department  as  shall  more  effectually  secure  the 
public  tranquillity.  And  whereas,  for  that  purpose,  it  is 
among  other  things  deemed  expedient  that  the  city  of  Phi- 
ladelphia and  the  adjoining  Districts  should  be  divided  into 
three  Fire  Districts,  and  that  the  operations  of  the  Fire  Com- 
panies whose  apparatus  is  situated  within  the  respective  dis- 
tricts should  be  confined  to  those  districts  respectively,  ex- 
cept in  particular  cases  of  emergency.  And  whereas,  it  is 
highly  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  concert  of  action  as 
far  as  practicable  on  this  subject,  between  the  city  of  Phi- 
ladelphia and  the  adjoining  Districts,  and  that  they  should 
pass  such  ordinances  as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  for 
their  uniform  and  harmonious  action  in  the  premises, 

Section  1.  Now  therefore,  be  it  ordained,  fyc.  That  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  adjoining  Districts  shall  be 
divided  into  three  Fire  Districts,  to  be  called  the  Northern, 
the  Southern,  and  the  Middle  Districts;  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict to  be  composed  of  the  Districts  of  Southwark,  Moy- 
amensing,  and  the  adjoining  townships  lying  south  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia;  the  Middle  District  to  be  composed  of 
C

the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  adjoining  townships  lying 
west  of  the  river  Schuylkill;  and  the  Northern  District  to 
be  composed  of  the  Districts  of  Spring  Garden,  Northern 
Liberties  and  Kensington,  and  the  adjoining  townships  ly- 
ing north  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Sec.  II.  That  the  several  Fire  Companies,  whose  ap- 
paratus is  situated  within  the  city,  shall  not  pass  into  an 
adjoining  Fire  District,  or  aid  or  assist  in  the  extinguish- 
ment of  any  fire  therein,  except  when  a  fire  occurs  in 
an  adjoining  Fire  District,  within  two  squares  of  the  place 
where  the  apparatus  of  any  Fire  Company  is  located.  Pro- 
vided always,  That  the  Fire  Companies  located  within  the 
city  shall  pass  into  and  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in 
an  adjoining  Fire  District,  when  thereto  required  by  such 
person  or  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  the  municipal 
corporation  or  corporations  of  such  adjoining  District. 

Sec.  III.  No  Fire  Company  shall  hereafter  erect  or  use 
any  stationary  Alarm  Bell. 

Sec.  IV.  No  Fire  Company  which  may  have  attach- 
ed hose  to  a  fire  plug,  shall  be  permitted  to  attach  hose  to 
another  fire  plug,  until  the  hose  from  the  first  plug  has 
been  led  out  to  the  fire;  and  in  case  of  a  Fire  Company 
making  an  attachment  of  hose  to  a  fire  plug  without  having 
sufficient  hose  under  its  immediate  control  to  carry  it  out 
to  the  fire,  any  other  Company  having  hose  may  connect 
therewith,  and  have  the  disposition  of  the  water;  and  no 
Company  shall  detain  water  from  an  engine  actually  on  the 
ground,  in  order  to  give  it  to  one  that  shall  not  have  arrived. 

Sec  V.  No  Fire  Company  whose  apparatus  is  located 
within  an  adjoining  Fire  District  shall  use  any  fire  plug 
within  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  a  fire  in 
said  adjoining  District,  except  in  cases  of  fires  happening 
within  two  squares  of  any  fire  plug  or  plugs,  in  which  case 
Fire  Companies  from  an  adjoining  District  may  use  such 
fire  plug  or  plugs. 

Sec.  VI.  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
shall  hereafter  be  elected  a  member  of  any  Fire  Company. 
No  Hose  Company  shall  be  allowed  to  have  over  fifty  active 
members,  and  no  Engine  Company  shall  be  allowed  to  have 
over  sixty  active  members.  Provided,  That  all  Compa- 
nies, the  number  of  whose  members  exceeds  the  above 
standard,  shall  not  elect  any  new  members  until  the  num- 
ber on  their  rolls  shall  be  reduced  to  said  standard. 

Sec  VII.  Each  Hose  Company  shall  be  required  to  car- 
ry at  least  eight  hundred  feet  of  hose,  and  each  Engine 
Company  at  least  three  hundred  feet  of  hose. 
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Sec.  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Fire  Com- 
panies to  make  an  annual  return  to  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  at  such  time  as  they 
may  direct;  which  return  shall  be  certified  as  correct  by 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  respective  companies, 
and  shall  state  the  condition  of  their  hose  and  apparatus, 
the  number  of  fires  and  where  located,  at  which  they  have 
been  in  operation  with  such  hose  and  apparatus  during  the 
year,  and  the  names  of  all  their  members,  designating  the 
Active,  Honorary  and  Contributing  Members. 

Sec.  IX.  Each  Fire  Company  shall  nominate  annually, 
on  the  to  the  two  members,  one  of  whom  shall 

be  appointed  by  and  the  persons  so  chosen  shall  con- 

stitute a  Board  of  Engineers,  who  shall,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  have  the  general  su- 
pervision and  control  of  all  Fire  Companies  at  fires.  Pro- 
vided, That  shall  have  the  power  of  removing  any 
one  or  more  of  the  said  Board  for  misconduct  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  or  their  official  duty. 

Sec.  X.  If  any  Fire  Company,  in  the  opinion  of 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  or  shall 
be  guilty  of  any  riotous  or  disorderly  conduct,  they  shall  for 
the  first  offence,  be  deprived  of  the  annual  appropriation 
which  they  might  otherwise  have  received;  for  the  second 
offence  they  shall  be  excluded  from  the  use  of  the  fire  plugs 
within  the  corporate  limits,  and  for  any  subsequent  offence, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  One  Hundred  Dollars;  to  be 
recovered  as  other  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable — 
one-half  of  which  shall  go  to  the  use  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  and  the  other  half  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall 
prosecute  the  same  to  conviction. 

Sec.  XI.  If  any  Fire  Company  shall  use  or  attempt  to 
use  the  water  from  any  fire  plug,  after  they  have  been  ex- 
cluded from  the  use  of  any  fire  plug  as  aforesaid,  they  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  : 

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways  Report,  that  they 
have  had  under  consideration  the  Resolution  of  Councils, 
relative  to  the  propriety  of  changing  the  names  of  alleys  to 
streets,  &c. 
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The  Committee  were  furnished  by  the  City  Commission- 
ers with  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  streets 
and  alleys  in  the  City,  by  which  it  appears  that  115  changes 
would  have  to  be  made,  which  would  duplicate  the  names 
of  24  streets.  The  Committee  believe  that  the  derangement 
made  by  alterations  so  numerous,  would  greatly  overbalance 
any  advantage  which  would  arise  from  such  a  course.  They 
believe  the  better  plan  would  be,  to  pass  an  Ordinance  semi- 
annually, for  the  change  of  the  names  of  such  streets  and 
alleys  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  applied  for  by  our  citi- 
zens. The  City  Commissioners  to  give  notice  of  this  ar- 
rangement. They  therefore  deem  it  inexpedient  to  bring 
forward  such  a  Bill  as  is  contemplated,  and  ask  the  adoption 
of  the  annexed  Resolutions: — 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways  be 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  Resolution 
of  Councils  relative  to  changing  the  names  of  alleys  to 
streets. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  petitions  which  may  be  pre- 
sented to  Councils,  asking  to  change  the  names  of  alleys  to 
streets,  or  a  change  in  the  names  of  streets,  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Public  Highways,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  report  to  Councils  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  March 
and  September,  a  Bill  providing  for  such  alterations  as  may 
seem  to  them  proper;  and  it  shall  be  duty  of  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  City  Commissioners  to  give  public  notice  of 
this  arrangement.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  no  person  shall  carry  any  open  umbrella  in  any 
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of  the  market  houses,  during  market  hours,  under  a  penalty 
of  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  as 
penalties  for  breaches  of  ordinances  are  now  by  law  recover- 
able. 


APPENDIX,  No.  XVI. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Wills  Hospital,  in  submit- 
ting to  the  Councils  their  Tenth  Annual  Report,  are  grati- 
fied in  being  able  to  state  that  the  affairs  of  the  Institution 
have  been  conducted  in  a  manner  highly  satisfactory  to 
them;  that  the  benefits  anticipated  by  the  benevolent  founder 
of  the  Hospital,  of  conferring  upon  "the  indigent  blind  and 
lame"  the  best  medical  and  surgical  attendance  in  an  Asy- 
lum where  the  most  ample  provision  is  made  to  promote 
their  comfort  and  facilitate  their  restoration  to  health,  con- 
tinue to  be  realized. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  establishment  in  1S34,  832  pa- 
tients have  partaken  of  its  benefits.  A  committee  of  the 
Board  visit  the  house  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year,  to 
receive  and  discharge  patients,  and  to  watch  over  the  inter- 
ests entrusted  to  their  care. 

On  the  same  days  and  oftener  if  necessary,  one  of  the  at- 
tending surgeons  is  present,  and  whenever  required  the  at- 
tending physicians  visit  the  Institution.  These  gentlemen 
are  entitled  to  our  thanks  for  the  skill  and  attention  they  so 
cheerfully  bestow  upon  the  unfortunate  objects  of  our  care. 
The  arrangement  made  by  the  Board  some  years  since,  to 
have  the  services  of  a  young  man  in  pursuit  of  a  medical 
education,  who  should  reside  in  the  family,  have  charge  in 
the  interim  of  the  patients,  and  carry  into  effect  the  direc- 
tions of  the  attending  physicians  and  surgeons,  has  been 
found,  under  the  fortunate  selections  they  have  been  enabled 
to  make,  to  be  productive  of  much  advantage. 

The  expenses  of  the  year  1843,  ending  the  31st  of  last 
month,  amount  to  $3618  70,  and  were  discharged  by  orders 
drawn  on  the  Hospital  Fund  in  charge  of  the  Committee  on 
Legacies  and  Trusts.

The  Building  Committee  of  the  Girard  College  for  Or- 
phans, respectfully  present  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  appropriation  for  prosecuting  the  work  during  the 
past  season,  being  limited  to  55,000  dollars,  with  an  unex- 
pended balance  from  the  previous  year  of  5S03  dollars,  the 
Committee  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  extend  their  operations 
beyond  the  several  portions  of  the  work  already  commenc- 
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ed;  they  have  therefore  confined  the  means  placed  at  their 
disposal,  to  the  southern  portico,  the  enclosing  of  the  build- 
ing, and  the  capitals  for  the  columns  of  the  northern  portico. 
At  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  a  large  amount  had 
been  expended  by  the  contractors  in  preparing  materials  for 
the  southern  portico,  over  and  above  what  had  then  been 
used  in  the  building;  and  the  Committee  have  now  the 
satisfaction  to  say,  that  the  most  of  the  work  of  the  past 
season  has  been  executed  out  of  these  materials,  and  that 
nearly  all  of  them  have  been  used  and  paid  for,  thus  redu- 
cing our  obligations  without  incurring  new  liabilities. 

The  materials  now  on  the  ground,  including  the  labor 
already  expended  on  them,  are  worth  about  52,500  dollars, 
and  the  present  liabilities  amount  to  19,900  dollars,  10,000 
dollars  of  which  consists  of  a  per  centage  retained,  accord- 
ing to  agreement,  as  security  on  contracts  until  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work. 

Our  present  indebtedness  is  therefore  reduced  to  9,900 
dollars,  to  meet  which  there  is  a  balance  of  appropriation  re- 
maining on  hand  of  6,121  dollars,  leaving  the  sum  of  3,779 
dollars  unprovided  for,  all  of  which  consists  of  obligations  for 
materials,  for  which  payment  cannot  be  demanded  according 
to  contract,  until  they  are  required  for  use  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  building.  It  should  also  be  remarked,  that  in 
consequence  of  the  work  of  the  past  season  having  been 
chiefly  executed  out  of  materials  that  had  been  previously 
prepared,  our  indebtedness  has  been  reduced  during  the 
year  about  34,000  dollars. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  the  Committee  have  had  one 
of  the  large  rooms  in  the  out-building  nearest  the  College 
fitted  up  with  cases,  in  which  the  philosophical  and  experi- 
mental apparatus,  the  books,  antiquities,  furniture  of  Mr. 
Girard,  and  other  curiosities  have  been  placed;  so  that  they 
may  now  be  seen  to  advantage,  while  at  the  same  time  they 
are  protected  from  injury. 

The  committee  refer  Councils  for  further  information  to 
the  accompanying  report  of  the  Architect; — and  they  would 
here  observe  that  in  consequence  of  his  having  engaged  to 
execute  a  distant  work,  he  has  relinquished  his  salary  for 
the  present  year.  In  anticipation  of  this  event,  he  has  pre- 
pared detailed  drawings  and  estimates  of  every  part  of  the 
building,  and  has  made  such  arrangements  as  will  enable 
him  to  conduct  the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  cor- 
respondence and  occasional  visits,  which  he  generously  of- 
fers to  do  without  any  expense  to  the  College.

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The  committee  are  perfectly  satisfied  with  this  arrange- 
ment: and  from  the  personal  knowledge  they  have  of  the 
preparations  he  has  made  for  his  temporary  absence,  they 
have  no  reason  to  apprehend  that  any  difficulty  whatever 
will  arise  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work;  and  unless  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  present  year  shall  be  much  larger  than 
it  has  been  for  some  years  past,  any  additional  expense  for 
superintending  the  work  w7ill  be  unnecessary.

The  amount  thus  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  College  fund 
being  insufficient  for  any  extensive  plan  of  operations,  it  was 
agreed  to  confine  the  work  chiefly  to  the  southern  portico, 
the  entire  entablature  of  which  has  been  completed;  the  two 
remaining  capitals  for  the  northern  portico  have  likewise 
been  finished ;  also  the  carpenter's  work  of  the  window 
frames  and  shutters. — This  embraces  all  the  work  of  the 
season  ;  and  although  the  appropriation  has  been  compara- 
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lively  small,  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  say,  that  it  has  enabled 
us  to  complete  the  enclosing  of  the  building, — to  finish  all 
the  capitals  of  the  columns, — and  to  execute  the  most  ex- 
pensive and  difficult  portions  of  the  southern  front;  leaving 
nothing  but  the  pediment,  and  the  roof  over  the  portico,  to 
finish  that  part  of  the  building. 

It  should  also  be  remarked,  that  nearly  all  of  the  forego- 
ing work  has  been  executed  out  of  materials  which  the  con- 
tractors had  prepared  during  the  previous  year,  and  which 
at  the  close  of  the  season  remained  unpaid  for  ;  we  have 
thus  been  enabled  to  reduce  our  obligations  without  incur- 
ring new  liabilities. 

The  materials  now  on  the  ground,  and  which  have  not 
yet  been  used  in  the  building,  are  worth  about  52,500  dol- 
lars: they  consist  of  six  finished  capitals  for  the  columns  of 
the  northern  portico,  three  finished  frustra  of  the  bases,  36 
running  feet  of  cornice  mouldings,  8,174  feet  of  marble  for 
outside  steps,  flooring  of  porticoes,  ashlar  for  the  pediment, 
&c,  8  blocks  of  wrought  granite  for  supporting  the  arches 
over  the  intercolumniations,  20  cwt.  of  iron  bars  for  the 
northern  portico,  30  cwt.  of  milled  lead  for  the  gutters  on 
the  roof,  452  flat  roofing  tiles,  376  saddle  tiles,  and  14,793 
flooring  tiles. 

The  character  of  the  wTork  of  the  past  year  is  equal  in 
every  respect  to  what  has  heretofore  been  done,  and  all  our 
expectations  as  to  the  permanency  of  the  structure  are  fully 
realized.

REPORT— 

That  although  some  time  has  elapsed  since  their  appoint- 
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ment,  they  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  important  trust 
devolved  upon  them,  nor  inattentive  to  the  performance  of 
the  duties  which  it  required.  The  nature  and  circumstances 
of  the  negotiation  in  which  they  were  directed  to  engage,  was 
such  as  to  require  time  and  deliberation,  as  well  as  patient 
perseverance. 

Your  committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  submit  an  elabor- 
ate report,  setting  forth  the  various  obstacles  they  have  had 
to  contend  with,  and  the  facts  and  reasons  which  have  gov- 
erned their  proceedings;  and  they  will  not,  therefore,  ex- 
haust their  own  strength  in  its  preparation,  nor  weary  the 
attention  of  Councils  by  listening  to  its  details.  The  result  of 
their  labors  will  be  shown  in  a  resolution  appended  here- 
unto, which  they  recommend  to  the  adoption  of  Councils. 

By  the  contemplated  arrangement  with  the  Districts,  no 
right  possessed  by  the  City  in  relation  to  the  water  of  the 
Schuylkill,  will  be  relinquished  or  in  any  manner  impaired; 
while  a  controversy  will  be  avoided  between  parties  whose 
interests  and  daily  associations  are  so  identified,  that  litiga- 
tion and  the  feelings  which  usually  accompany  it,  and  the 
consequences  which  often  result  from  it,  are  much  to  be 
deprecated. 

That  the  income  of  the  city  from  water  rents  in  the  Dis- 
tricts, will  be  considerably  diminished  is  admitted;  but  it  is 
believed  that  the  time  has  arrived,  when  such  an  event 
should  not  be  esteemed  as  an  evil  easily  to  be  prevented,  or 
one  of  very  serious  magnitude. 

That  the  proposed  arrangement  will  be  mutually  benefi- 
cial both  to  the  City  and  the  Districts,  your  Committee  are 
well  satisfied,  and  they  therefore  trust  it  will  receive  the  ap- 
probation of  Councils. 

Resolved,  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  appointed 
under  resolution  of  November  9th,  1843,  to  confer  with  the 
Committees  of  the  adjoining  Districts  of  the  Northern  Lib- 
erties and  Spring  Garden  in  relation  to  supplying  said  Dis- 
tricts with  Schuylkill  water,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  contract,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  supply  said  Dis- 
tricts with  Schuylkill  water,  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions,  viz: 

The  existing  agreements  between  the  City  and  the  Dis- 
tricts of  Spring  Garden  and  the  Northern  Liberties  to  be 
modified  in  the  following  particulars: 

1st.  The  water  rents  of  all  the  Districts  shall  be  assessed 
at  the  present  city  rates,  except  that  houses  having  but  one 
room  on  a  floor  shall  be  charged  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
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per  annum,  provided  they  do  not  use  the  water  for  bath 
houses. 

2nd.  If  at  any  time  hereafter  any  reduction  is  made  in 
the  city  rates,  a  similar  reduction  shall  be  made  in  all  the 
Districts,  and  at  no  time  shall  the  District  assessments  be 
raised  above  the  present  city  rates. 

3d.  The  city  to  supply  the  high  portions  of  the  Districts 
of  Spring  Garden  and  Northern  Liberties,  from  the  Reser- 
voir now  being  erected  by  them,  they  furnishing  the  pipes 
of  conduit  therefrom.  The  high  portions  of  the  Districts 
to  be  designated  by  a  survey  to  be  made — and  all  water 
takers  in  those  Districts,  thirty  feet  below  the  top  water 
level  of  Fairmount  Reservoirs,  to  be  supplied  from  those 
Reservoirs. 

41  h.  The  Districts  to  complete  of  the  requisite  size,  un- 
der the  superintendance  of  such  person  as  shall  be  designat- 
ed by  the  City,  for  that  purpose,  the  Reservoir  now  in  pro- 
gress. The  City  to  be  at  the  whole  expense  of  keeping  a 
full  supply  of  Schuylkill  water  therein  at  all  times,  unless 
prevented  from  doing  so  by  unavoidable  accident  or  de- 
ficiency of  water,  and  to  pay  to  the  Districts  of  the  North- 
ern Liberties  and  Spring  Garden,  five  per  cent,  interest  an- 
nually on  the  entire  cost  of  purchase  money  of  site  for  said 
Reservoir,  and  erecting  the  same,  together  with  all  taxes 
excepting  those  which  might  be  levied  by  the  District  of 
Spring  Garden,  that  may  be  assessed  on  said  Reservoir  and 
site,  and  also  to  repair  said  Reservoir,  if  it  shall  be  necessa- 
ry, so  long  as  the  City  shall  continue  to  use  it  for  the  sup- 
ply of  said  Districts. 

5th.  The  City  to  take  of  the  Iron  Pipes  and  Castings  con- 
tracted for  by  the  Districts,  such  and  so  many  as  the  City 
shall  have  occasion  for  during  the  present  year,  and  pay  for 
the  same  at  the  prices  and  times  provided  in  the  contracts 
of  the  Districts. 

6th.  Each  District  to  be  allowed  to  retain  for  collection, 
losses,  &c.  fifteen  per  cent,  annually,  from  the  amount  of 
their  duplicate  for  water  rent. 

7th.  This  agreement  to  continue  in  force  during  a  period 
often  years,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1S44. 

It  is  understood  by  the  City  and  Districts,  that  the  terms 
city  rates,  as  used  herein,  means  five  dollars  per  annum  for 
first  class  houses  without  baths,  and  three  dollars  additional 
for  those  having  baths;  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  houses 
in  courts  without  baths,  and  that  manufactories,  hotels,  &c. 
in  the  Districts,  shall  be  assessed  at  the  same  price  as  si  mi- 
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Jar  establishments  are  assessed  in  the  City: — And  also  that 
such  street  or  streets  as  may  be  required  for  laying  the  pipes 
from  the  works  of  the  City  at  Fairmount  to  the  new  reser- 
voir above  mentioned,  shall  be  opened  and  graded  by  the 
Districts  without  cost  to  the  City.

That  they  have  much  pleasure  in  being  enabled  to  state, 
that  all  the  fiscal  engagements  of  the  Corporation,  including 
$83,500  of  the  funded  debt,  which  became  due  within  the 
past  year,  were  promptly  met  at  maturity;  and  that  a  cash 
balance  remained  in  the  Treasury  of  $S1,196  24  on  the  first 
of  January,  available  toward  the  expenditures  of  the  present 
year. 

The  estimates  of  the  several  Standing  Committees  have 
been  examined,  and  are  reported  herewith. 

To  that  of  the  Committee  on  Police  should  be  added  the 
sum  of  $1125  00,  being  the  increased  expenditure  of  that 
department,  consequent  on  the  increase  of  the  Night  and 
Day  Police,  made  by  Councils  since  the  estimates  of  the 
Committee  were  prepared. 

The  entire  amount  for  which  provision  should  be  made 
within  the  present  year,  and  the  means  of  the  city  to  do  so 
will  be  seen  in  the  following  statement,  showing  the  fiscal 
liabilities  of  the  Corporation  during  the  year  1844,  and  its 
means  to  meet  the  same  within  that  period.

The  assessed  value  of  Real  Estate  within  the  City,  as 
shewn  by  the  returns  of  the  County  Commissioners  on  the 
2Sth  of  February,  1S44,  is  56,694,581  dollars.     From  this 
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amount  is  to  be  deducted  such  allowances  as  may  be  made 
by  the  Commissioners,  on  the  days  of  appeal  from  the  value 
as  affixed  by  the  Assessors.  The  appeals  are  not  required 
by  law  to  close  until  the  20th  of  April  next.  What  sum 
will  be  abated,  cannot  at  this  time  be  accurately  known,  but 
the  Committee  deem  it  safe  to  assume,  that  the  amount  will 
not,  ultimately,  be  fixed  below  56  millions  of  dollars.  A  tax 
of  36  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  this  sum,  together  with 
a  personal  tax  of  Six  Thousand  Dollars,  will  be  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  deficiency  as  shewn  above,  and  required  to 
be  raised  by  taxation. 

The  draft  of  an  Ordinance  making  the  appropriations  and 
levying  the  tax  required  for  the  present  year,  will  be  sub- 
mitted herewith.  It  will  also  provide  for  the  transfer  of  a 
balance  of  $9,65S  88,  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  City  Ice  Boat  on  the  first  of  January  last,  on  the 
books  of  the  City  Treasurer,  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  statement,  that  the  total 
sum  of  the  liabilities  of  the  City  for  the  current  year,  and 
for  payment  of  which  provision  is  made,  is  $502,799  55,  and 
from  the  ordinance,  that  appropriations  are  made  amounting 
to  only  $443,855  24,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $58,944  31. 

This  difference  is  the  sum  of  the  balances  due  to  the  fol- 
lowing accounts  in  the  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  on  the 
first  of  January,  1844,  and  for  payment  of  which,  when  re- 
quired, authority  is  already  vested  in  the  Committee  of  Fi- 
nance, viz.

A  Resolution  will  be  presented  herewith,  authorizing  the 
Mayor  to  enter  satisfaction  on  a  mortgage,  held  by  the  City 
to  secure  the  payment  of  a  certain  bond  which  was  paid  and 
cancelled  several  years  since. 

The  propriety  of  causing  personal  property  to  bear  in 

common  with  real  Estate,  the  burden  of  taxation,  as  .urged 

in  the  memorial  referred  to  your  Committee,  has  received  a 

portion  of  their  attention  and  consideration.     They  deem  it, 
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however,  unnecessary  now  to  enter  into  the  discussion  of 
the  subject,  or  to  express  an  opinion  upon  it,  inasmuch  as  it 
would  not  be  within  the  power  of  Councils,  should  they  de- 
termine to  levy  a  tax  on  personal  property,  to  do  so  for  the 
purposes  of  the  present  year,  without  causing  much  labor 
and  expense. 

The  returns  of  personal  property  made  by  the  Assessors 
does  not  include  a  large  amount  invested  in  corporations 
who  pay  to  the  State  an  annual  tax  on  their  dividends;  nor 
do  they  embrace  the  loans  of  the  commonwealth.  To  take 
the  returns  as  already  made,  would,  therefore,  produce  but 
a  partial  equalization  of  taxation.  To  render  them  complete 
would  require  a  reassessment,  which  could  not  be  made 
without  considerable  expense  and  so  much  delay  as  to  ren- 
der it  unavailable  for  the  current  year.  Should  Councils 
hereafter  determine  to  levy  a  tax  on  personal  property,  a 
full  return  of  it  may  be  made  at  the  following  annual  assess- 
ment with  but  little  additional  labor  or  cost. 

It  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  Councils,  to  see  at  one 
view,  the  sums  which  have  been  raised  by  taxation  for  city 
purposes  during  the  four  years  which  have  last  transpired. 
By  reference  to  the  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  it  will  be 
found  that  the  total  sums  of  the  duplicates  delivered  to  the 
collectors  of  taxes  were —

The  sum  required  from  taxation  in  1S44  will  be  found  be- 
low that  of  the  preceding  year. 

These  progressive  and  material  reductions  were  believed 
to  be  called  for  by  the  general  prostration  of  almost  all 
kinds  of  business,  and  the  greatly  diminished  income  from 
investments  in  nearly  all  descriptions  of  stocks,  which  then 
prevailed.  They  were  effected  by  avoiding  all  expenditures 
not  essentially  required,  and  by  the  diminished  value  of  ma- 
terials and  labor,  as  well  as  by  the  exercise  of  a  judicious 
economy  in  all  the  city  expenditures. 

No  injury  has,  it  is  believed,  been  sustained  by  the  com- 
munity in  consequence  of  diminished  expenditure  by  the 
city  government.  In  few  places — perhaps  in  none  where 
the  population  is  equally  numerous  and  dense — are  the  rights 
of  person  and  of  property  held  more  sacred,  and  more 
efficiently  protected,  than  within  the  boundaries  of  this  cor- 
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poration.  The  relief  afforded  to  those  who  bear  the  burden 
of  taxation,  must  be  cause  of  sincere  and  general  congratula- 
tion. 

If  the  holders  of  real  estate  consider  their  property  sub- 
jected to  heavy  taxation,  they  should  be  aware  of  the  fact, 
and  bear  it  in  mind,  that  but  a  small  portion  of  that  burden 
is  caused  by  the  city  authorities.  The  entire  amount  of  tax 
levied  on  the  assessed  value  of  real  estate  for  the  past  year, 
for  state,  county,  city  and  poor  uses  was,  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  thereof,  one  dollar  and  twenty-four  cents.  The 
portion  levied  by  the  city  was  thirty-six  cents — being  com- 
pared with  the  whole  sum  as  9  to  31. 

No  part  of  the  income  from  the  Girard  Estates  has  been 
used  for  city  purposes  during  the  years  1842  or  1S43,  nor  is 
it  intended  to  appropriate  any  portion  of  it  to  that  purpose 
within  the  present  year.  The  whole  income  except  that 
devoted  to  the  improvement  of  the  Delaware  front  of  the 
city,  is  thus  left  to  aid  the  College  Fund  in  carrying  for- 
ward the  buildings  with  as  much  rapidity  as  practicable. 

Notwithstanding  the  taxes  have  been  reduced  about  30 
per  cent,  since  the  commencement  of  the  year  1S40,  all  the 
requisite  expenses  of  the  corporation  have  been  paid — near- 
ly half  a  million  of  dollars  of  its  funded  debt  redeemed — the 
entire  dam  across  the  Schuylkill,  at  Fairmount,  rebuilt,  and 
two  new  wheels  with  their  appropriate  pumps  and  mains 
constructed  at  a  cost  of  $S0,000  00,  within  that  period;  and 
without  creating  a  new  loan  for  one  dollar. 

Your  committee  deem  it  an  act  of  justice  due  to  the  pub- 
lic and  to  those  by  whom  the  affairs  of  the  city  have  been 
governed  during  some  years  past,  to  lay  these  facts  before 
Councils  at  this  time.  They  also  trust  that  a  brief  statement 
with  a  few  explanatory  remarks,  of  the  present  amount  and 
condition  of  the  funded  debt  of  the  corporation,  will  not  be 
unacceptable  to  their  fellow  members  of  those  bodies. 

No  loan  has  been  contracted  for  city  purposes  since  the 
close  of  the  year  1S39.

Nearly  $1,000,000  of  the  city  loans,  constitute  part  of 
the  cost  of  Fairmount,  and  the  improvements  thereat,  togeth- 
er with  the  expense  of  iron  pipes  of  conduit  for  the  Schuyl- 
kill water  throughout  the  city.  The  erection  of  the  Tobac- 
co Warehouse,  and  a  number  of  spacious  Store  Houses  in 
the  vicinity  of  Dock  street  wharf;  rebuilding  the  Markets  in 
High  street;  constructing  the  City  Rail  Road,  and  the  pur- 
chase of  Independence  Square,  have  caused  an  additional  sum 
of  about  one  half  that  amount.  From  these  sources  it  is  well 
known  that  a  very  considerable  revenue  is  received  by  the 
city,  showing  the  propriety  and  usefulness  of  their  purchase 
or  construction.  The  remainder  of  the  loans  were  caused 
by  new  pavements,  rendered  necessary  during  a  series  of 
years,  by  the  increase  of  buildings  in  the  western  parts  of 
the  city,  and  by  other  expenditures,  necessarily  incident  to 
the  government  of  the  city,  and  the  protection  of  its  in- 
habitants. 

As  early  as  the  year  1S07,  Councils  determined  to  form  a 
Sinking  Fund  toward  the  extinguishment  of  the  debt  then 
existing;  and  on  the  26th  of  March  of  that  year,  $5000  was 
set  apart  for  that  purpose.  From  that  time  to  the  present, 
an  annual  appropriation  has  been  made  to  this  Fund,  varying 
from  the  sum  named  to  $48,000.  On  the  first  of  the  pre- 
sent year,  this  Fund  consisted  of  Cash  and  Stocks,  amount- 
ing, at  their  par  value,  to  $424, 6S2  9S,  as  shewn  below.

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Almost  all  the  above  Stocks  and  Loans,  excepting  those 
of  the  City,  were  purchased  several  years  since,  when  they 
were  deemed  a  safe  and  profitable  investment.  The  changes 
which  have  however  taken  place  in  monetary  affairs  through- 
out the  Union  since  that  time,  have  reduced  several  of  them 
much  below  their  par  value, — and  from  a  portion  of  them 
nearly  an  entire  loss  may  be  expected. 

By  an  ordinance,  passed  December  22nd,  1842,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  all  investments  made  after  that  date  for  the  Sink- 
ing Fund,  shall  be  exclusively  in  loans  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

It  is  not,  however,  on  the  Sinking  Fund  alone  or  mainly, 
that  the  security  of  the  Funded  Debt  of  the  City  and  the 
certainty  of  its  payment  at  maturity,  rests.  The  entire  fiscal 
resources  of  the  Corporation,  including  taxation,  are  pledged 
for  its  redemption.  These  are  most  ample.  That  they  are 
so  esteemed  by  the  public,  and  that  full  confidence  is  felt 
that  they  will  be  faithfully  applied  by  Councils,  is  abundant- 
ly evinced  by  the  fact,  that  the  5  per  cent  loans  of  the  city 
are  currently  selling  at  a  higher  premium  than  any  other 
loan,  paying  the  same  rate  of  interest,  known  to  your  Com- 
mittee. 

The  loans  for  the  erection  and  management  of  the  Gas 
Works,  amount  to  $600,000.  Nearly  the  whole  of  which 
has  been  invested  in  buildings  and  their  appendages,  for  the 
manufacture  of  Gas,  and  in  iron  pipes  for  its  distribution 
throughout  the  city.  For  the  payment  of  these  loans,  the 
whole  of  the  works  are  pledged,  and  also  the  faith  of  the 
city.  That  the  city  will  have  to  provide  from  any  other 
source  than  the  works  themselves  for  the  payment  of  any 
part  of  these  loans,  is  not  within  the  scope  of  probability. 
A  sufficient  Sinking  Fund  is  now  in  progress,  derived  from 
the  profits  of  the  works,  to  meet  the  loans  as  they  become 
due, — nearly  one-fourth  of  their  entire  sum  being  already 
accumulated  therein.

the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  according 
to  the  last  county  assessment;  and  also  to  levy  on  the  free- 
men of  the  city,  a  personal  tax  of  six  thousand  dollars:

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways 

REPORT— 

That  the  Culvert  authorized  by  ordinance  of  14th  Sep- 
tember, 1S13,  "  to  be  constructed  by  means  of  tunneling, 
down  High  street  from  Fourth  street  to  the  river  Delaware/' 
has  been  completed  according  to  the  plan  proposed.  Pro- 
posals were  received  from  ten  different  parties  for  the  con- 
tract, at  offers  varying  from  $30,000  to  $9,750;  the  latter 
was  from  Caleb  Parker,  and  being  much  the  lowest  bid,  was 
accepted  and  ample  security  given  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  contract.  He  employed  Mr.  Rodda,  a  miner  of 
Schuylkill  county,  to  do  the  excavation,  and  Aaron  Fogg, 
of  this  city,  to  lay  the  bricks;  William  F.  Thorne  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  committee,  Special  Superintendent  of  the 
work,  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Surveyor.  All  of 
these  gentlemen  gave  their  assiduous  attention,  night  and 
day,  to  the  business,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  commit- 
tee. The  Tunnel  is  1S14  feet  in  length,  and  5h  feet  in  di- 
ameter in  the  clear;  commencing  at  the  centre  of  Fourth 
street  3|  feet  below  the  surface,  and  extending  in  a  straight 
line  down  the  centre  of  High  street  to  the  river  Delaware, 
where  it  terminates  at  about  the  same  depth  from  the  top  of 
the  wharf  as  at  the  place  of  starting,  and  about  the  point  be- 
tween high  and  low  water  mark.  The  wall  is  of  brick,  9 
inches  thick,  laid  in  mortar.  The  declination  from  Fourth 
street  to  the  river  is  16  feet;  the  depth  below  the  surface  of 
the  street  at  the  deepest  point  is  about  30  feet.  Shafts,  with 
air  ventilators,  and  inlets  have  been  made  to  connect  with  it 
at  Delaware  Avenue,  Water,  Front,  Third  and  Fourth 
streets.  The  earth  was  generally  favorable  for  excavation, 
being  mostly  gravel  and  sand — the  latter  being  however,  in. 
many  places  extremely  loose,  required  great  care  in  remov- 
ing, and  a  large  amount  of  lumber  to  secure  it.  The  chief 
obstacle,  and  that  which  was  least  expected,  was  spring  wa- 
ter, which  was  met  a  few  feet  west  of  Second  street,  and 
rendered  it  necessary  for  the  contractor  to  keep  a  pump  and 
steam  engine  going  most  of  the  time.  The  undertaking  was 
a  novel  one,  the  experiment  has  fairly  succeeded,  and  your 
committee  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  where  deep  cuts 
are  required  for  culverts  in  our  city,  this  mode  is  decidedly 
the  most  economical  and  convenient.     Mr.  Parker  has  been 
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paid  in  full  the  sum  of  $9,750,  and  about  $1,250  has  been 
paid  for  inlets,  superintendence,  &c.  being  the  amount,  appro- 
priated.

The  street  cannot  actually  be  opened  until  the  damages 
suffered  by  the  owners  of  property  through  which  it  is  to 
be  opened,  are  ascertained  and  paid:  but  as  in  the  present 
state  of  the  finances  of  the  county,  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions will  appoint  no  jury  to  assess  damages,  where  the  same 
are  to  be  paid  by  the  county;  it  is  not  probable  that  the 
street  can  be  opened  for  a  long  period  of  time,  if  the  dam- 
ages are  to  be  paid  by  the  county.

The  contractor  further  informs  the  committee  that  the  sum 
of  $589,69  is  yet  due  by  him  for  labor  and  materials  fur- 
nished upon  the  work.  Upon  full  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject, a  majority  of  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  "it  is 
expedient  and  proper  to  make  an  allowance  to  said  contrac- 
tor/' The  chief  cause  of  the  excess  of  cost  beyond  the  esti- 
mate of  the  contractor,  he  alleges  to  have  been  occasioned 
by  the  influx  of  spring  water,  which  rendered  it  necessary 
for  him  to  use  a  steam  engine  at  great  expense,  an  item 
which  he  had  not  anticipated;  they  notice  in  the  statement 
presented  by  the  contractor,  an  item  of  $200,  charged  by 
the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  for  the  use  and  repair  of  the 
pumping  engine;  the  Committee  recommend  that  this  bill 
be  remitted  by  the  Trustees,  and  that  the  additional  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  Caleb  Parker  in  consider- 
ation of  his  services,  for  which  they  annex  a  bill  and  ask  its 
adoption.

That  after  having  attentively  considered  the  same,  and 
conferring  with  a  Committee  of  the  Board,  they  have  conclu- 
ded to  recommend  the  approval  of  the  Constitution  and  By 
Laws,  striking  out  the  5th  article  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Committee  therefore  submit  the  amended  copy,  and 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  following  regulations  be  prescribed 
for  the  government  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  constituted 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance,  entitled  "An 
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Ordinance  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  Fire  Department," 
passed  the  4th  day  of  January,  IS44. 

REGULATIONS. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.— OFFICERS. 
The  Engineers  shall  elect  annually  hereafter,  at  the  Stated 
meeting  in  February,  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer. 

Art.  2.— MEETINGS. 
The  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Thursday  evening  of  each  month. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  the 
written  request  of  five  members. 

Art.  3.— EQUIPPING. 

The  Engineers  as  soon  as  practicable,  shall  procure  equip- 
ments after  the  pattern  agreed  upon  by  the  Board,  to  be 
worn  at  fires. 

Art.  4.— DUTIES. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engineers  upon  an 
alarm  of  fire  being  given,  to  proceed  to  the  same  without 
delay,  fully  equipped,  and  render  every  assistance  in  their 
power  toward  its  extinguishment.  They  shall,  by  their  coun- 
sel or  advice,  prevent  any  unnecessary  water  being  thrown 
upon  the  same,  and  may  have  full  power  to  prevent  all  fight- 
ing that  may  occur. 

Section  2.  After  the  fire  shall  have  been  extinguished, 
they  shall  then  proceed  to  the  North-West  corner  from  said 
fire,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  shall  elect  one  viva 
voce.  The  Secretary  shall  then  note  the  members  present, 
and  report  the  same  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  5.— FINES. 
If  any  Engineer  shall  absent  himself  from  any  fire,  or 
from  any  Stated  meeting  of  the  Board,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  Twenty-five  cents. 

Art.  6.— EQUIPMENTS. 
Section  1.  The  Equipments  of  the  Engineers  shall  consist 
of  a  Black  pilot-cloth  Coat  and  Pants;  a  White  New  York 
fire  Hat,  with  the  word,  Engineer  M.  F.  D.,  painted  upon 
the  same;  a  Leather  Belt,  with  German-silver  Plate  and 
word  Engineer  engraved  thereon. 
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Section  2.  A  Substitute  for  the  above  Equipments  shall

M.  F.  D.,  painted  upon  the  same,  to  be  worn  upon  the  Hat. 


BY-LAWS. 

Art.  1.— PRESIDENT. 
The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board, 
preserve  order  and  decorum,  decide  on  all  questions  of  order 
(subject  to  an  appeal,)  prevent  all  personalities,  give  no  vote 
(except  on  a  call  of  the  Ayes  and  Noes,  or  in  case  of  a  tie, 
and  then  the  casting  vote,)  appoint  all  Committees  not  other- 
wise ordered,  call  Special  meetings  when  requested  in  writing 
(by  five  members  of  the  Board,)  sign  all  orders  on  the  Trea- 
surer having  been  passed  by  the  Board,  and  perform  all  such 
duties  as  may  be  enjoined  upon  him. 

Art.  2.— VICE-PRESIDENT. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President  in  his  absence. 

Section  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Chairman  shall  be  elected  pro  tempore. 

Art.  3.— SECRETARY. 
Section  1.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  keep 
accurate  minutes  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Board,  preserve 
all  papers  and  reports  of  the  same,  attest  all  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  having  been  passed  by  the  Board,  notify  the  En- 
gineers of  all  Special  meetings,  and  the  chairmen  of  all  com- 
mittees of  their  appointment,  with  the  names  of  his  colleagues. 

Section  2.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  fires 
that  may  occur,  note  the  amount  of  property  destroyed,  the 
amount  of  insurance  if  any,  and  all  other  particulars  that  may 
be  of  interest  to  the  Board. 

Sectio7i  3.  He  shall  prepare  annually  from  accounts  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Engineers,  a  condensed  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  Fire  apparatus  in  this  district,  the  number 
of  members,  the  number  of  feet  of  hose,  &c. 

Art.  4.— TREASURER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  receive 
in  trust  all  moneys  for  the  Board,  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  his  receipts  and  expenditures,  pay  no  money  without  an 
order  signed  by  the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary, 
report  at  each  Stated  meeting  the  amount  received  and  ex-

pended  by  him,  and  deliver  all  books,  papers,  and  vouchers 
to  his  successor  in  office. 


The  Committee  further  report,  on  the  application  of  the

An  Ordinance  for  the  Suppression  of  Nuisances  in  the  City 

of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
attach  or  keep  attached  to  any  awning  post  or  railing,  any 
sign  or  device  whatsoever  of  the  nature  thereof:  nor  to  at- 
tach thereto  or  suspend  therefrom  any  goods  or  merchandize 
whatever. 

2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  place  or  maintain  any  side  wing  to  any  awning,  the  lower 
side  of  which  shall  not  be  at  least  six  feet  six  inches  above 
the  foot  pavement  under  the  same. 

3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  extend  or  project  from  his,  her  or  their  dwelling  or  build- 
ing, except  such  buildings  as  are  occupied  as  inns  for  the  en- 
tertainment of  travellers,  any  sign  board,  pole  or  any  device 
or  thing  whatsover,  to  denote  or  show  his,  her  or  their  place 
of  business,  or  the  merchandize  or  things  which  he,  she  or 
they  have  to  dispose  of,  into  any  of  the  streets  of  the  said 
city,  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet  or  upwards,  to  a  greater  extent 
than  four  feet  three  inches  from  the  line  of  said  street — or 
a  proportionate  distance  into  any  of  the  narrower  streets. 

4.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  shall,  for  each  offence,  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  manner  that 
penalties  for  the  breach  of  ordinances  are  by  law  recoverable.

That  they  are  decidedly  of  opinion  adverse  to  the  repeal 
or  modification  asked  for  by  the  memorialists. 

The  section  of  the  ordinance  objected  to  is  the  2d,  and  it 
appears  to  the  Committee  that  the  memorialists  have  misun- 
derstood or  overlooked  the  provisions  it  contains. 

Permission  is  there  expressly  given  to  the  Fire  Companies 
in  the  city  to  pass  into  an  adjoining  district,  "when  a  fire  oc- 
curs within  two  squares  of  the  place  where  their  apparatus 
is  located,"  or  "when  thereto  required  by  such  person  or 
persons  as  may  be  designated  by  the  municipal  corporation 
of  such  adjoining  district." 

If  then  the  aid  of  the  city  companies,  as  stated  by  the  me- 
morialists, is  so  essential  to  extinguish  fires  occurring  in  the 
districts,  their  municipal  corporations,  who  have  a  deep  in- 
terest in  the  safety  and  security  of  their  constituents,  would 
without  delay  designate  the  proper  persons  to  ask  this  assist- 
ance; but  until  this  is  done,  the  Committee  cannot  but  think 
that  the  presence  of  the  city  companies  at  fires,  is  not  desired 
or  asked  for  by  those  best  able,  from  their  interests  and  posi- 
tion, to  judge  of  it. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance,  in  this  particular,  ought  to  be  strictly  observed, 
for  if  the  city  companies  think  proper  to  enter  the  districts 
uninvited,  the  district  companies  will  not  fail  to  enter  the 
city;  and  it  cannot  be  forgotten  that  a  great  part  of  the  tu- 
mults and  disturbances  in  the  city  between  fire  companies, 
originated  with  those  from  the  districts  adjoining. 

For  these  and  other  obvious  reasons,  the  Committee  can- 
not sanction  the  request  of  the  memorialists,  and  respectfully 
submit  the  following  resolution —

The  Committee  with  great  pleasure  remark,  that  the 
whole  of  the  investments  for  the  respective  trusts  may  be 
considered  as  safe  and  secure. 

The  condition  of  the  Franklin  and  Scott  bequests  has 
much  improved  in  the  last  few  years;  several  sums  which 
were  considered  in  jeopardy,  have,  pricipally  through  the 
exertions  of  the  City  Solicitor,  been  recovered  and  rein- 
vested. 

The  applicants  for  the  benefit  of  these  bequests  have  been 
but  few,  and  of  these  not  many  can  furnish  the  security  re- 
quired. The  Committee,  therefore,  conceiving  it  to  be 
proper  and  expedient,  have  invested  the  surplus  income  in 
the  City  Loans. 

The  Committee  recently  visited  the  Wills  Hospital,  and 
were  much  gratified  at  the  internal  management  and  prudent 
economy  exhibited  there.  They  are  satisfied  that  this  insti- 
tution deservedly  ranks  among  the  most  useful  and  salutary 


among  us. 


For  a  particular  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Man- 
agers, and  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  their  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  last  year,  the  Committee  refer  to  the 
10th  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers,  made  to  the  Councils 
on  the  18th  January  last — printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the 
Journal  of  the  Common  Council,  No.  16,  page  21. 

The  Fuel  Fund  has  been  distributed  by  the  members  of 
the  Committee  personally.  In  the  last  year  150  cords  of 
good  oak  wood  were  purchased  and  distributed  to  600  fami- 
lies, as  the  Committee  hope,  beneficially;  the  quantity  to 
each  family  not  exceeding  one  quarter  of  a  cord. 

The  Ground  Rent  bequeathed  by  Samuel  Scottin,  amount- 
ing to  $12  per  annum,  has  been  regularly  received  and  ap-

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways 

REPORT— 

That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  communica- 
tion of  Michael  McMakin,  referred  to  them  by  Councils, 
remonstrating  against  the  proposed  alteration  in  the  regula- 
tion of  Pine  street,  between  Schuylkill  7th  and  8th  streets, 
the  Committee  have  reinspected  the  premises,  and  heard  the 
remonstrant  and  others  interested, — They  find  that  of  the 
800  feet  fronting  said  square,  he  is  the  owner  of  but  52  feet, 
and  is  the  only  person  who  objects  to  the  alteration. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  but  very  little  injury 
will  be  done  to  his  property,  if  in  fact  there  be  not  a  pos- 
itive benefit.  Under  these  circumstances,  they  think  it 
would  be  great  injustice  to  the  large  majority  of  petitioners, 
to  arrest  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  they  annex  a  resolu- 
tion asking  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration 
of  the  subject. 

The  Committee  have  also  considered  the  petition  of  sun- 
dry citizens,  in  relation  to  paving  Blight  street;  they  are  of 
opinion  that  grading  said  street  will  answer  for  the  present, 
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and  have  so  directed  the  Commissioners.  They  have  also 
inspected  Pleasant  Avenue,  and  found  it  in  a  very  unplea- 
sant condition.     They  annex  a  resolution  in  relation  to  it. 

The  Committee  have  also  the  pleasure  to  report,  that  athe 
laying  out,  curbing  and  paving"  of  Delaware  Avenue,  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  xxii.  section  of  the 
Will  of  Stephen  Girard,  has  been  completed;  there  is  now  a 
clear  Public  Highway  of  25  feet  in  width,  extending  along 
the  entire  eastern  front  of  the  city,  the  cost  of  which  has 
been  about  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  thousand  dollars. 
The  Committee  congratulate  Councils  upon  the  final  comple- 
tion of  this  highly  useful  improvement  to  our  city.

APPENDIX,  No.  LVI. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

The  Committee  on  Legacies  and  Trusts,  Report,  that 
in  performance  of  the  duty  required  of  them  by  the  ordi- 
nance granting  aid  to  the  Fire  Engine  and  Hose  Companies 
of  the  city,  passed  21st  May,  1840,  they  visited  on  the  11th 
and  12th  June,  the  several  companies  who  have  accepted 
the  provisions  of  the  recent  ordinance  "for  the  better  regu- 
lation of  the  Fire  Department,"  "have  inspected  their  ap- 
paratus" "and  inquired  into  their  condition  and  efficiency 
for  public  service." 

These  companies  amount  to  twenty,  composed  of  an  equal 
number  of  Engine  and  Hose  Companies,  and  the  Committee 
have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  in  most  instances  they 
have  found  their  apparatus  in  good  order,  and  their  condi- 
tion and  efficiency  quite  equal  to  what  it  has  heretofore  been. 

They  are  all  represented  in  the  Board  of  Control  of  the 
Fire  Department,  and  have  the  proper  certificates  from  that 
body. 

The  Tabular  Statement  annexed  to  this  Report  exhibits 
the  names  of  the  companies,  their  officers,  location  and 
other  useful  information.  An  inspection  of  the  table  will 
shew  their  very  unequal  distribution  through  the  city;  for 
while  thirteen  of  their  number  are  situated  north  of  Ches- 
nut  street,  the  remaining  seven  are  south  of  that  street,  and 
in  that  populous  and  thickly  built  portion,  from  High  to 
Cedar  street,  and  from  the  Delaware  to  Tenth  street,  there 
is  but  one  engine,  the  "Hibernia."  The  Committee  for  ob- 
vious reasons  are  unable  to  suggest  any  mode  of  remedying 
this  inequality,  but  think  proper  to  mention  it  here. 

The  Committee  again  bear  testimony  to  the  favorable  re- 
sults derived  from  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  recently 
passed  in  relation  to  the  Fire  Department,  and  they  still  en- 
courage a  hope  that  those  useful  companies  who  have  not 
yet  accepted  them,  will  yet  do  so;  and  that  the  adjoining 
districts,  who  through  their  several  committees,  fully  con- 
curred in  the  propriety  of  the  ordinance,  will  soon  give  it  a 
legislative  enactment. 

All  the  companies  visited  by  the  Committee  have  incor- 
porated into  their  By-Laws  the  prohibition  against  passing 
out  of  the  district  at  fires,  except  under  certain  regulations; 
though  the  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  this  has 
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not  been  altogether  observed,  yet  they  arc  not  aware  of  any 
wilful  violation,  but  that  probably  it  may  have  been  occa- 
sioned by  circumstances  of  a  peculiar  character,  temporary 
in  their  nature. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  com- 
panies, with  a  few  exceptions,  are  entitled  to  claim  their 
portions  of  the  appropriations. 

The  Committee  forbear  to  designate  here  those  exceptions, 
as  perhaps,  on  an  investigation  which  they  contemplate  in- 
stituting, the  objections  may  be  removed. 

The  Committee  have  it  in  contemplation  to  divide  the  pay- 
ments to  the  several  companies  into  instalments,  though 
they  have  not  yet  fully  matured  the  plan;  and  to  prevent 
the  trouble  of  frequent  applications  to  Councils,  they  sub- 
mit a  resolution  of  a  general  character,  assuring  the  Councils 
that  the  appropriation  under  their  charge  shall  be  faithfully 
administered  and  paid  to  those  only  fully  entitled  to  re- 
ceive it. 

The  Committee,  in  the  further  execution  of  their  duty, 
on  the  12th  of  June  visited  the  Wills  Hospital,  and  were  re- 
ceived by  the  sitting  Managers  with  their  accustomed  po- 
liteness. 

This  institution  is  kept  in  perfect  order,  and  the  benefits 
to  the  unfortunate  patients  have  been  great.  The  limited 
resources  of  the  institution  prevent  its  usefulness  being  more 
generally  extended.

He  lost  his  life  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty;  was  shot  (accidentally)  while  endeavoring  to  secure 
the  arrest  of  a  person  charged  with  heavy  offences.  He  has 
left  a  wife  and  two  small  children  with  no  means  of  subsis- 
tence. The  widow  asks  some  consideration  for  her  case  at 
the  hands  of  the  city,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  tbe  Committee, 
that  the  good  of  the  service  would  be  promoted  by  listening 
with  kindness  to  her  application,  and  contributing  to  her  re- 
lief. 

This  is  the  first  time  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Com- 
mittee, that  a  police  officer  or  watchman  has  been  killed  in 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duty. 

Several  instances  have  occurred  in  which  they  have  been 
severely  injured,  and  in  all  these  cases  they  have  received 
pay  for  their  lost  time,  and  have  been  otherwise  compensa- 
ted.

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  the  regulation  of  ascents  and  descents,  on  the  east 
side  of  Water  street,  from  a  point  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
four  feet  south  of  the  middle  of  the  public  alley,  to  a  point 
sixty-one  feet  north  of  the  middle  of  said  alley,  between  Sas- 
safras and  Vine  streets,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  es- 
tablished according  to  a  plan  and  profile  made  by  Samuel 
Hains,  City  Surveyor,  dated  the  29th  of  August,  1S44,  any 
law  or  ordinance  to  the  contrarjr  notwithstanding.

The  design  of  the  petitioners  is  to  intersect  with  the 
Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  at  Schuylkill  Front  St.,  a  short  dis- 
tance above  Hamilton  St.,  and  from  thence  proceed  down 
said  Front  St.  to  High  St.,  there  crossing  into  the  city  lot 
north  of  Chesnut  St.,  and  thence  proceeding  down  along  the 
wharves,  crossing  the  streets  running  east  and  west  where 
necessary.  It  appears  that  all  that  is  asked  by  the  petition- 
ers is  the  privilege  of  using  said  streets  and  crossing  the  said 
vacant  lot  as  tenants  at  will.  Your  Committee  see  no  rea- 
son why  such  permission  should  not  be  granted,  and  there- 
fore, recommend  that  when  a  company  is  properly  formed 
for  the  construction  of  the  road,  the  permission  asked  be 
granted  to  them.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  have  the 
honor  to  Report  that  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  an  Ordi- 
nance passed  June  20th,  1844,  entitled  an  "Ordinance  to 
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regulate  the  price  of  Gas  furnished  to  private  consumers," 
they  caused  application  to  be  made  to  the  holders  of  the 
several  loans  authorized  for  the  purposes  of  the  Gas  Works, 
for  their  consent  to  the  provisions  of  said  Ordinance,  by- 
transmitting  a  notice,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed; 
and  now  submit  the  result  of  said  application. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  said  authorized  loans  is  six  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  of  this  sum  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
six  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  have  been  sold  by  the 
Trustees.  The  holders  of  five  hundred  and  fourteen  thou- 
sand four  hundred  dollars  of  said  loans  have  consented  in 
writing  to  the  terms  of  said  Ordinance,  leaving  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  of  which  the 
holders  have  not  yet  agreed  to  the  proposed  regulation. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  holders  of  certificates  to 
the  amount  of  nineteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  have 
refused  their  consent;  twenty  thousand  dollars  are  held  by 
persons  residing  out  of  the  United  States,  and  fourteen 
thousand  dollars  by  persons  residing  out  of  the  city,  from 
whom  no  answer  has  yet  been  received,  and  nineteen  thou- 
sand dollars  by  persons  who  have  not  yet  expressed  any 
opinion  on  the  question. 

It  is  highly  probable  that  by  extending  the  time  for  ob- 
taining signatures,  the  holders  of  nearly  the  whole  amount 
of  the  loans  will  record  their  consent.  And  as  the  object 
proposed  to  be  obtained  by  the  enactment  of  the  Ordinance 
is  one  of  considerable  interest,  the  Trustees  would  respect- 
fully recommend  such  supplementary  legislation  as  will  en- 
able them  to  secure  that  object  and  at  the  same  time  render 
full  justice  to  those  loan  holders  who  may  ultimately  refuse 
their  consent.  The  restriction  on  a  reduction  of  the  price 
of  gas  as  contained  in  the  Ordinance  of  June  17th,  1841, 
was  of  a  temporary  character  and  removable  by  the  expen- 
diture of  a  sum  sufficient  to  extend  the  gas  mains  through- 
out the  city  limits,  and  this  restriction  could  probably,  under 
the  terms  of  that  Ordinance,  be  taken  off  in  the  course  of 
another  year.  But  to  accomplish  it  in  that  way  would  re- 
quire a  resort  to  further  loans,  which  we  think  would  not 
be  desirable  at  the  present  time.  We  suppose  that  even 
those  loan  holders  who  have  declined  to  consent  to  the  Or- 
dinance of  June  20th,  1S44,  upon  learning  that  no  further 
loans  are  intended  to  be  authorized  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Gas  Works,  and  that  the  former  restriction  was  a  tempora- 
ry one,  will  reconsider  their  dissent  and  come  into  the 
measure;  but  if  they  should  then  still  decline,  it  would  be 
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both  just  and  proper  to  authorize  the  Trustees  to  redeem 
their  certificates  at  the  par  value,  or  such  price  beyond  it  as 
the  Trustees  might  deem  reasonable. 

If  such  supplementary  legislation  as  is  here  recommended 
be  granted  by  Councils,  and  the  Trustees  be  in  the  mean- 
time authorized  to  make  reductions,  from  time  to  time,  in 
the  price  charged  for  gas  as  directed  by  the  Ordinance  of 
June  20th,  1S44,  the  discount  now  made  on  the  private  bills 
may  be  forthwith  increased  to  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent. 
This  reduction  would  be  justified  by  the  result  of  the  busi- 
ness for  the  past  eight  months,  and  the  increased  consump- 
tion of  gas  growing  out  of  the  reduced  price,  and  from  the 
enlarged  facilities  for  its  distribution,  will  doubtless  enable 
the  Trustees  to  make  the  discount  fifteen  per  cent,  from  and 
after  the  first  of  January  next. 

And  if  the  anticipations  of  the  respectable  body  of  citi- 
zens who  have  petitioned  for  the  reduction  of  the  price  of 
gas  be  realized,  the  discount  will  be  increased  from  time  to 
time,  so  as  to  furnish  the  gas  at  the  lowest  price  that  the 
authority  conferred  upon  the  Trustees  will  permit.

Annexed  you  will  find  an  Ordinance  passed  by  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  20th  inst.,  to 
the  provisions  of  which  we  respectfully  invite  your  atten- 
tion, and  recommend  that  you  should  give  your  assent  there- 
to as  one  of  the  holders  of  the  loans  of  the  Gas  Works.  The 
objects  of  this  Ordinance  are  to  enable  the  Trustees  of  the 
Gas  Works  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  such  reductions  in 
the  price  charged  to  private  customers  for  gas  consumed  by 
them,  as  will  ensure  the  largest  demand  for  it,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  provide  an  ample  fund  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  Gas  debt,  and  a  sufficient  an- 
nual appropriation  for  the  completion  of  the  Works  and 
their  appendages,  without  a  resort  to  further  loans.     To  en- 
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able  you  to  form  an  estimate  of  the  operation  of  the  pro- 
posed arrangement,  we  submit  the  following  statement: 

The  Sinking  Fund  of  the  Gas  Works,  on  the 

first  day  of  January  last,  was  $143,686  83 

On  the  first  day  of  September  next,  when  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance  are  to  go  into 
efiect,  it  will  have  amounted  to  at  least  170,000  00 

This  latter  sum,  improved  at  compound  inter- 
est, at  the  rate  of  4\  per  cent,  per  annum, 
will  amount,  on  the  first  of  September, 
1S62,  which  is  about  the  average  maturity 
of  the  Gas  loans,  to  374,000  00 

The  whole  amount  of  authorized  Gas  loans,  is  $600,000, 
of  which  $475,000  are  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
$125,000  at  5  per  cent,  per  annum:

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An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  price  of  Gas  furnished  to 
private  consumers. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  reduce  the 
price  now  charged  to  the  private  consumers  of  gas,  from 
time  to  time,  in  such  manner,  however,  that  the  nett  profits 
arising  from  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  gas  shall  be  equal 
to  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  whole  amount  of  the 
loans  authorized  for  the  purpose  of  said  Gas  Works;  and  to 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  annum  in  addition 
thereto.  The  said  eight  cent,  per  annum  to  be  exclusively 
appropriated  and  used  by  the  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  interest  on  said  loans;  and,  together  with  the 
present  Sinking  Fund,  and  the  interest  thereon,  in  extin- 
guishing the  principal  sums  of  said  loans.  And  the  said 
twenty  thousand  dollars  per  annum  to  be  exclusively  appro- 
priated and  used  in  completing  the  said  Gas  Works,  extend- 
ing the  distribution  of  gas  by  pipes  through  the  city,  and  in 
making  such  extraordinary  repairs  and  renewals  as  the  con- 
tingencies of  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  gas  may 
from  time  to  time  require.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
to  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  September  next,  Provid- 
ed, the  holders  of  the  several  authorized  loans  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Gas  Works  agree  thereto.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  forth- 
with to  cause  application  to  be  made  to  said  holders  of  the 
gas  loans,  for  the  purpose,  and  report  the  result  thereof 
to  the  Select  and  Common  Councils.  And  provided  further. 
That  the  price  of  gas  supplied  to  the  public  lamps  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  one  thou- 
sand feet,  with  a  discount  of  five  per  cent,  therefrom.

Gentlemen — 

The  Committee  on  Puhlic  Highways,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petitions  of  owners  and  occupants  of  property, 
asking  that  Chesnut  street,  from  Delaware  Third  to  Fourth 
street,  and  Walnut  street  from  Fifth  to  Sixth  street,  oppo- 
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site  the  Independence  Square,  may  be  paved  with  blocks  of 
hammered  stone,  respectfully 

REPORT— 

That  they  have  given  these  petitions  much  consideration, 
and  are  of  opinion  that  the  request  of  the  applicants  ought 
to  be  granted. 

Both  these  squares  will  require  to  be  repaved  in  the 
course  of  the  ensuing  year;  the  difference  in  the  immediate 
expense  of  the  two  modes  of  paving  is  considerable, — but 
when  the  many  advantages  which  a  pavement  constructed 
with  the  hammered  blocks  of  stone  possesses  over  the  ordi- 
nary pebble  pavement  are  maturely  weighed,  it  appears  that 
the  hammered  stone  will  in  the  end  prove  the  cheapest  and 
most  economical. 

By  a  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Franklin  Institute, 
made  last  year,  upon  the  "  best  modes  of  paving  highways," 
it  will  be  found  that  it  suggests  that  the  leading  thorough- 
fares of  the  city,  subjected  to  a  heavy  and  crowded  travel, 
which  will  eventually  require  a  smooth  and  durable  surface 
for  the  whole  breadth  of  the  carriage  way,  ought  ultimately 
to  be  uniformly  paved  with  blocks  of  dressed  stone — and  it 
further  says,  that  the  great  durability  and  ease  of  trac- 
tion furnished  by  a  dressed  stone  pavement  of  suitably  di- 
mensioned stone,  when  it  is  properly  laid  and  properly 
founded,  cannot,  in  point  of  fact,  be  disputed,  and  will 
justify  its  use  even  as  a  matter  of  strict  economy,  in  all 
streets  that  have  to  endure  a  crowded  and  heavy  travel. 

Your  Committee  would  also  allude,  incidentally,  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  which  these  pavements  afford  to 
all  who  travel  them,  and  the  much  less  amount  of  destruc- 
tion to  owners,  from  the  wear  and  tear  of  vehicles  of  all  de- 
scriptions. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
Councils,  from  year  to  year,  to  lay  two  or  more  squares  of 
this  paving,  as  the  carriage  ways  in  the  principal  avenues  of 
the  city  require  to  be  repaved,  until  all  the  main  streets 
shall  be  laid  with  this  kind  of  pavement.  The  comfort, 
beauty  and  cleanliness  of  our  city  would  thus  be  unsurpass- 
ed with  regard  to  our  streets,  by  those  of  any  other  city  in 
the  world,  as  it  now  is,  in  its  gas,  its  water,  and  its  institu- 
tions. 

Your  Committee  therefore  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Commissioners,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  instructed  to  cause  Chesnut  street,  between  Del- 
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aware  Third  and  Fourth  streets,  and  Walnut  street,  between 
Delaware  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets,  to  be  paved  with  blocks 
of  hammered  stone,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  contract 
for  the  necessary  materials,  to  be  delivered  during  the  en- 
suing spring. 

All  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted  by  your  Com- 
mittee.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  fyc.  That  the  Trustees  of  the 
Philadelphia  Gas  Works  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  continue  to  receive  the  consent  of  the  holders  of  the  sev- 
eral authorized  Gas  loans,  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance 
to  which  this  is  a  Supplement,  notwithstanding  any  limita- 
tion as  to  the  time  of  giving  such  consent  which  may  be 
contained  in  said  Ordinance. 

Sec  2.  That  the  said  Trustees  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  redeem  the  Certificates  of  the  Gas  loans  which 
may  be  held  by  such  persons  or  parties  as  have  declined  or 
may  hereafter  decline  consenting  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  Supplement,  by  paying  to  the 
holders  of  such  certificates  the  par  value  thereof,  or  such 
price  above  the  par  value  thereof  as  the  said  Trustees  may 
deem  just  and  reasonable. 

Sec.  3.  That  as  a  majority  in  number  and  interest  of  the 
holders  of  the  several  Gas  loans  have  consented  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  Supplement,  the 
said  Trustees  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  reduce 
the  price  of  Gas  furnished  to  private  consumers,  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  September,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-four,  according  to  the  limitations  and  condi- 
tions respecting  the  price  to  be  charged  for  Gas,  from  time 
to  time,  as  are  contained  in  the  said  Ordinance. 
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The  Committee  on  Legacies  and  Trusts,  to  whom  on  the 
29th  August  last  was  referred  a  communication  from  the 
Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Middle  Fire  District,  asking  that 
a  room  might  be  appropriated  to  them  to  hold  their  meetings; 
also  that  councils  would  repeal  the  ordinance  relative  to  the 
granting  of  certificates  by  the  board  of  control — and  to  whom 
was  referred  at  the  same  time  a  joint  resolution  of  Councils, 
requesting  the  committee  to  confer  with  the  fire  engine  and 
hose  companies  of  the  city  that  have  conformed  to  the  ordi- 
nance of  4th  January  last,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  if  the 
same  can  be  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  a  more  equal  lo- 
cation throughout  the  city  of  their  respective  apparatus, 

REPORT,— 

That  they  were  unable  to  procure  a  room  that  could  be 
appropriated  by  Councils  for  the  use  of  the  Engineers.  Sub- 
sequently, however,  they  were  informed  by  the  Board,  that 
they  had  concluded  to  continue  their  meetings  at  the  usual 
place,  it  being  conveniently  situated  and  without  expense. 
It  was  therefore  unnecessary  for  the  Committee  to  take  any 
further  action  on  this  subject. 

The  Committee  have  also  considered  with  some  attention, 
the  application  of  the  Engineers  for  a  repeal  of  the  ordinance 
relative  to  the  granting  certificates  by  the  Board  of  Control, 
and  are  inclined  to  think  it  might  be  proper  to  recommend 
it  at  some  other  time.  The  near  approach  of  the  termination 
of  the  session  induces  them  however  to  suggest,  that  the  sub- 
ject should  lay  over  for  more  mature  deliberation,  and  that 
they  should  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
it. 

The  Committee,  in  compliance  with  the  request  in  the 
joint  resolution  of  Councils,  conferred  with  the  several  fire 
engine  and  hose  companies,  through  a  committee  of  their 
Engineers  deputed  for  that  purpose,  but  without  attaining 
any  satisfactory  result. 

This  unequal  location  of  the  fire  companies  heretofore  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  the  Committee,  and  is  noticed  in 
their  report  to  Councils  on  the  3rd  July  last.  (Appendix  to 
the  Journal  of  the  Common  Council,  No.  LVI,  page  151.) 
The  subject  is  important,  and  when  acted  on  may  require  a 
considerable  alteration  in  the  existing  organization  of  the  Fire

An  Ordinance  relating  to  Water  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  John  J.  Ridg- 
way the  sum  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  dollars 
and  eighteen  cents,  as  compensation  for  injury  done  his  pro- 
perty situate  on  the  east  side  of  Water  street,  commencing 
at  the  distance  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  feet  from  the 
south  side  of  Vine  street,  extending  in  front  on  said  Water 
street,  southwardly  one  hundred  and  ninety  feet  six  inches: 
and  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  as  com- 
pensation for  injury  done  his  property  situate  on  the  east  side 
of  Water  street,  commencing  at  the  distance  of  forty  feet 
northward  from  the  north  side  of  Mulberry  st.,  and  extend- 
ing in  front  on  said  Water  street,  northward  twenty  feet: 
which  said  sums  the  said  John  J.  Ridgway  has  agreed  to  ac- 
cept as  compensation  for  damage  done  to  said  properties  by 
taking  a  portion  from  the  front  on  said  Water  street,  by  the 
laying  out  of  Water  street  anew. 

Section  2.  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  eighty  dollars  and  eighteen  cents  out  of  the  income  of 
the  fund  appropriated  under  the  22nd  item  of  the  Will  of 
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Stephen  Girard  for  the  improvement  of  the  eastern  front  of 
the  city  and  Delaware  Avenue,  be  appropriated  to  the  ex- 
pense of  carrying  into  effect  this  ordinance,  to  be  paid  in  the 
manner  that  appropriations  for  Delaware  Avenue  are  direct- 
ed to  be  paid  in  the  several  ordinances  relating  thereto.
